KOSHER KITCHEN FOR THE GERMAN HOSPITAL. 

Sirn.—It will be within the recollection of your readers that some months 
ago a Committee, composed mainly of Jewish residents in North London, 
succeeded, after several interviews, in inducing the authorities of the German 
Hospital to provide a Kosher kitchen for a large number (one-third of the total 
patients) of Jewish inmates of that well-managed institution. Needless to say. 
it was understood that the money necessary for the provision and equipment of 
the kitchen was not to come from the Hospital itself, the finances of which are 
none too prosperous, but to be contributed from outside. 

A member of the Committee bas placed in the hands of the German 
Hospital authorities a sum equivalent to £4) per annum in perpetuity to pro- 
vide a Jewish cook; but to defray the expenses of building and fitting up the 
Kosher kitchen, a further £1,200) (twelve hundred pounds) 1s required. 

Towards this amount some £54*) (five hundred pounds) has been collected or 
promised, The Committee now earnestly appeal to the Jewish community for 
the balance. Till the whole £1.28) is forthcoming, building operations cannot 
be commenced, and it is feared that the offer of the capital representing the #40) 
a year already referred to may be withdrawn if the remaining money is not pro- 
vided by the end of this year. 

The Hospital I need not say is a great boon to large numbers of poor foreign 
Jews, since both nurses and doctors speak German.

“ flistoricus” asks what it all means. It means that the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity has now reached a stage in its development when the old haphazard 
method of appointing ministers must give way to something more regular and 
atithoritative. The community has outgrown the custom of self-appointed 
reverends, The title is henceforth to carry with it something more than the 
vift of a pleasant voice, fitting its possessor to perform the duties of a Cantor. 
superadded or not, as the case may be, to those of the counting-house and the 
slaughtering-house. The Jewish ministry is not to be, as it necessarily was in a 
more primitive condition of things, a refuge for men who have broken down in 
other callings. It is to be reserved for those who can give proof of having been 
properly trained and educated for their office. ones 

Is there anything to find fault with in such an arrangement, bearing in mind 
that the same tendency is shown in every other department of professional life ! 
There was a time when men could practise medicine and surgery without a 
collegiate licence. Anyone wanting to be cupped or bled resorted to the nearest 
barber-chirurgeon. The abuses of this system have long been swept away. Tne 
medical professioa is now highly organised, and stands correspondingly high in 
public estimation. The assumption of any of its titles without full authority 
has become an offence against the law. And far less important professions are 
beginning to recognise the necessity of safe-guarding their ranks from the intra. 
sion of unsuitable persons. Even such callings as an accountant or an auctioneer 
have organised themselves in recent times, so that it 1s becoming increasing!y 
difficult for anyone to take them up without proper credentials. In the face of 
such facts it would be surprising if the Jewish community regarded the title of 
* Reverend” as of such little importance that they allowed it to be borne by 
anyone who chooses to don a white tie, though his theological attainments ma) 
be wl, 

For the community's sake it is to be hoped that the Chief Rabbi will go 
even further in the direction complained of than he has yet done; that he will 
(a) devise a fixed scheme of examinations to which all candidates for the 
ministry shall have to submit, and (/) make the conferment of “the style and 
title of reverend” a public and not a private function (See Numbers xxvui., 19— 
Ov? WX ANY). The more important and impressive the ceremonial of 
investiture is made, the higher the ministerial office will come to stand in 
public estimation. There are reforms which can only be brought about gradually, 
The time is certain to arrive when a mere Cantor will not be entitled to be 
styled “reverend.’ The Chief Rabbi's recent procedure is wisely helping 
forward this time. 

“ Historicus” farther asks what the meaning of “ordination” is “ from the 
Orthodox Jewish standpoint!” He thinks it “absurdly meaningless so far as 
Orthodox Judaism is eoncerned,’ and opposed to “the simple congregational 
system of the synagogue.” The point thus raised is well worth considering. In 
taking upon himself, as the Chief Rabbi has done, to “ ordain” a candidate for 
the Jewish ministry, is he, as “ Historicus” suggests, guilty of an unorthodox 
innovation’ I think not. ‘The term “ ordination” has a somewhat churchy 
sound about it, and perhaps some such expression as “induction into office’ 
might be preferable. But as with “ Confirmation,” it is the thing represented, 
and not the mere title, that has to be discussed. 

Among Christians there are two different views held of the nature of 
“ordination.” The Established Church holds that only persons who have been 
ordained as bishops have the right to confer holy orders upon others. Bat the 
Reformed Churches contend that the call of the people is the one thing necessary 
to give validity to a man’s ministry. Now, does the Orthodox Synagogue con- 
form in this respect to the Episcopalian or the Presbyterian type, to the stand 
taken by the Established Church or by the Free Churches’? Unquestionably, 
Orthodox Jadaism corresponds more closely to Episcopalianism, while the 
Reformed Synagogues are constituted after the manner of the Free Churches. 
The Orthodox community recogaises an episcopal hierarchy with the Chief 
Rabbi at its head, the Reformed body has simply ministers. Weorthodox Jews 
are not Congregationalists. 

Moreover “ ordination ” is essentially a Jewish institution. The only official 
who received authority direct from the people was the Chazan, or N3¥ Mz. 
The Rabbi had to be “ordained” by another Rabbi. The ceremony of 
‘imposition of hands” is likewise Jewish, the custom having descended to 
the Pen from Bible times. (See Numbers xxvii, 25,and Deuteronomy xxxiv., 
4) Joshua was the first to be inducted into office in this way. He did not 
receive a call from the people—upon the congregational system—but they 
accepted him “ because Moses had laid his hands upon him.” And ever since 
ancient times—if not continuously since Joshua's time—some such ceremony of 
ecclesiastical ordination has been considered necessary in order to qualify a 
man to become a teacher in Israel. I take it that the modern title of 
“Reverend” practically corresponds to the ancient dignity of Rabbi. By 
‘ordaining ” a candidate as * Reverend’ the Chief Rabbi is wisely helping to 
abolish the unnecessary distinction between Ministerand Rabbi. But while this 

distinction falls away, a new and desirable distinction is being created between 
the Minister and the Cantor.

Not only do I think this would 
in itself be the right course to pursue, but I base myself also on the fact that 
His Grace the Archbishop of Canterbury has ordered the Prayer composed by 
him to be used in churches every Sunday, and I claim that courtesy to the head 
of the Established Church of our country demands that we should follow his 
lead where no violence is done to our religious convictions and feelings. 

| have heard it stated that such Special Prayers are un-Jeiish, in the sense 
that it is not consonant with the spirit of our faith to invoke the Almighty on 
behalf of mundane matters, troubles, so to say, brought about by man himself, 
but I cannot too strongly condemn this pernicious statement. It suffices for 
the moment to say without discussing the principle involved that the practice 
of the Sephardic Congregation, as of the Jewish community at large, has always 
heen to address special prayers to heaven at times when our beloved country 
has been in stress and trouble. 

[It happens too that the present outbreak of War in South Africa. 
particularly interests the Jews, for not only are many of them risking their lives 
in our service, but the Jews who are victims of the conflict in less glorious 
ways are to be numbered by hundreds. It has been a particularly keen 
satisfaction to me, under the circumstances, to read the sympathetic and eloquent 
sermon of Dr. Adler on the subject of the War, and Iam indeed giad to leara 
from your columns that the sermon has been so widely circulated.

EMPTY BENCHES AND HOW TO. FILL THEM. 

Sin,—I have read with great pain the letters which appeared in your 
columns under this heading, letters written by influential members of our com- 
munity, advocating the further curtailment of the Sabbath morning service, and 
though | am not in the babit of giving expression to my opinion in the Press, | 
feel bound to offer a protest, however weak, against the innovation suggested 
by your correspondents. Twenty odd years ago, when alteration in our service 
was first proposed, I protested strongly against many of them, and I ventured to 
predict that if hope were entertained that these alterations would inspire syna- 
gogue attendance, such hopes were doomed to disappointment. First of all, the 
M3), or Piyutim, were removed, and no improvement took place. 

The morning service was next attacked, being divided into two portions, 
with the result that the NM’ containing the most beautiful prayers has been 
practically abolished. With the object of still further shortening the duration 
of the service the Musaph was next attacked, it was pointed out that it was 
unnecessary for the 1" to repeat the Musaph, the congregation had already 
otered it silently ; as the result of this the congregation now only join in the 

Now the reading of the holy Law is assailed ; we are told it takes up too 
much time, and besides the congregation find little interest in following the 
unfamiliar Hebrew. How valuable time seems to be on the Sabbath day. And 
as regard “the unfamiliar Hebrew” is it not entirely our own fault? To my 
mind there is something beautiful in baving consecrated a language for the 
special purpose of communion with our Heavenly Father, It 1s therefore a 
sacred duty toimpart a knowledge of the holy tongue to our children so that 
it should really cease to be unfamiliar. 

Now, how long, may I ask, is this cutting-down to be carried on ; it 18 easy 
to pull down, but very hard to build up again. For years now we have engaged 
in pulling to pieces the Sabbath and festival service, until at last each synagogue 
in the union under the flag of orthodoxy adopted a service of its own fancy, 
and the result is empty benches, except in the synagogues where the service had 
not been changed, because the fault really lies with ourselves and not with the 
service, 

[n former years the Sabbath Day in every Jewish home was a MD? ANI. 
Parents and children went to Shool with a feeling of delight and cheerfulness, 
and therefore it never entered their minds to find fault with the then long 
service because their Shool was to them (and is to a great many, thank God) yet 
an and 336 33. If we instil into our hearts a little of the old 
of devotion, then we too will find delight in offering up prayers on the Sabbath 
Day, ~ shall cease that continual fault-finding that too frequently takes place 
nowadays.

_ $Srr,—I am not vain enough to think you will publish my opinion of Mr 
Oswald John Simon's Sunday Services. I am only a poor Jewish mother with 
three boys, who will ultimately grow up, if God spares them, to Jewish men. 
[t is on their account I write. Will Mr. Oswald J.Simon mind being told he has 
begun at the wrong end of the ladder’ He will have to come down if he wishes 
to make his services a success, The Jews who attended Mr. Simon's 
service on Sunday, October 29th, were those who could, without the least incon- 
venience to themselves, have attended a Shool on Sabbath. Now, a mission service 
is not for such as those. If Mr. Simon feels himself to be a missionary 
in the cause of Judaism he must begin with the poor. We all know 
that the seventh day is the Sabbath of the Lord, but at the same time I do not 
see any objection to Jews holding a special service on any day, be that day San- 
day or any other. I know of no law forbidding us to pray on Sunday. I think it 
should be left to the promoters of the special service to dechile according to the 
locality which day would be the most convenient. One thing I am quite con- 
vinced of. A// Jews requirea Special Mission Service if we are to keep up our 
reputation as a kingdom of priests or teachers of mankind. To illustrate what 
I mean ; my little boy, age seven, arrives home from a local Board School, and 
tells me “Johnnie Smith is going to a Mission Service to-night. May I go 
too!” reply, “No, my boy you are a Jew.” “And dont Jews 
have Mission Services?" my little boy asks. I am obliged to tell 
him that the more enlightened of our faith Laie not yet seen the need of them, 
except Mr. Oswald J. Simon and he has begun with the rich. If Mr. Simon 
wishes to begin proper missionary work amongst the Jews he should hire a hall 
somewhere in the vicinity of Golden Square, Regent Street. He and hi 
supporters must defray the entire expenses. Everything connected with a 
mission service should be free, and rich and poor should all join in the service. 
By all means let strangers attend our mission service if they wish, but at 
the same time I think it would be a great deal better to entice our own lost 
sheep back to the fold of Judaism first. Let the Orthodox Jews hold a mission 


service: and the Reform Jews hold a mission service‘according to their own 
light. Mr. Simon might call his the Special Mission Service for British Jews, 


(ince let English Jews and J ewesses, rich and poor, become united in the service, 
I feel sure they would be a success Sunday evening, from seven till eight- 
thirty, would be a very good time to hold the services. Above all, they should 
be made as attractive as possible to our young men and maidens, for on them 
depends the future of Judaism.

Decay of Anti-Semitism in Berlin. 


The Municipal Elections which were held last week in Berlin have been 
bitter disappointment for the anti-Semites, who on this occasion joined forces 
with the nservatives, The ex-Court Chaplain Sticker stood as a non. 
political candidate, as did other anti-Semites, but these tactics availed them 
nothing, for in no single instance was a member of the oy Be pen? Sticker 
himeelf received 36° votes, against 685 votes cast for the Liberal candidate, and 
1282 votes for the successful Social Democrat. Only in one Ward will an anti. 
Semite have the advantage of the second ballot, but his prospects are not favour. 
able. as he had two opponents, a Liberal and a Social Democrat, and it is expected 
these two parties will coalesce rather than let in theanti-Semite. The extent in 
which the reactionary party have lost their footing in Berlin may be surmised 
from the fact that on the first day (the elections lasted three days) the total votes 
recorded were 26.877 for Social Democrats, 15,662 for Liberals, and 4.56% 
for Conservatives and anti-Semites,

A GIFT OF = £20,000. 


The Adass Jisroel (Orthodox) Congregation in Berlin has acquired for the 
sum of 350.000 marks a site for a new Synagogue in the Artilleriestrasse, as the 
present Synagogue in the Gipstrasse is too small. Herr Kessler, a member of 
the congregation, gave the munificent contribution of 250,000 marks towards the 
purchase of the site, and has also promised 150,000 marks towards the erection 
of the new Synagogue, The total value of his gift will therefore be £20,000). 


‘*The Purity of the Jewish Race.’’ 


Last Sunday evening the Maccabeans met for the first time at the Great 
Central Hotel, on which occasion a discussion was raised on the subject of the 
Purity of the Jewish Race. Mr. Josern Jacons, who opened the discussion 
put forth—obviously for the sake of lending interest to it—the negative side. 
He pointed out that the large majority of Jews in the present day, especially in 
the more civilised portions of the world, could trace back from Poland, and 
drew attention to the suggestion that has been made that the Chozars, who were 
converted to Judaism in the eighth century, had remained Jews for the next 
two centuries, and were probably the ethnological basis of contemporary Jews. 
This seems to be confirmed by the broad skull of the Jews of to-day, as compared 
with the long skulls of the Semites, while the presence of no less than a fifth 
of blonde, blue-eyed Jews was a further evidence of admixture. Even the purity 
of the Sephardim had been impugned, owing to the fact that the majority of 
those in Northern Europe were descended from Marranos, who remained in 
Spain after the expulsion of 1492, for atleast acentury, during which they mixed 
with the surrounding Christian population. Succeeding speakers drew attention 
to the flimsy character of the evidence on which any admixture of Chozaric 
blood has been assumed, though there appeared to be a general admission that a 
large amount of inter-marriage has taken place in the Middle Ages, and even in 
Bible times, admitting alien blood er parte materna, but the purity of descent of 
the Cohanim was adduced as proving the transmission of Jewish blood from 
father to son throughout the ages.

The flames were held 
ju check until the arrival of firemen, who, by the use of a handpump, eventually 
succeeded in extinguishing the fire. Some curtains were burnt. and the wood. 
work of the windows was damaged. The principal damage was caused by the 
firemen cutting away the brickwork to remove the burning embers. We are 
vlad to learn that none of the aged men and women are the worse for their 
fright.

I hear that the Transvaal Government have allowed the Rev. D. Wasserzug 
and the Rev. 8. Manne to remain in Johannesburg during the war, although they 
are British subjects. A permit has, however, been refused to the Rev. Dr- 
Hertz, on account of his anti-Boer speeches at the Uitlander mass meetings. 
He has, therefore, been compelled to leave Johannesburg. He will probably 
come to Cape Town, which already swarms with Johannesburgers, in whose 
total the Jews bulk largely. Among them I have seen Mr. H. Freeman Cohen, 
Mr. H. Solomon, Mr. H. Graumann and Mr. Albert Holt, all prominent 
Johannesburgers. The latter is, I understand, extremely incensed at the 
reference I made to him in my letter of August 15th. I can assure him. 
however, that he is mistaken in the inferences he drew from my remarks: 
which are intended to be political, and cast no personal reflection on Mr, Holt, 
who is one of the most honourable and respected Jews in South Africa. 

Mr. M. Rabinowitz has indited another of his characteristic screeds to the 
South African News, It is a defence against a charge of cowardice brought 
against the Jews in a local weekly. The following extract from the letter in the 
South African News serves to show the purport of the attack, and the defence 
made against it: “The local weekly in question has been pleased to observe 
that, if an Uitlander corps were formed to act in conjunction with the Imperial 
forces, the Jews would take good care to have no part in it, fighting not at all 
being in their line—all they want is the skekels (sc). . . . When we are told that 
Jews never fight, it is forgotten that in the late Langeberg campaign the only 
officer who fell in action was a Jew, Lieutenant Harris.’ Mr. Rabinowitz 
further mentions Colonel Harris (of whom I have written), and refers to 
the part Jews have borne in Continental, Biblical and post-Biblical history. 
His contention, there can be no doubt, is perfectly right.

The Rev. Dr. Gaster on the War. 


The Rev. Haham, Dr. Gas rr, in the course of his sermon on Sabbath at th e 
Lauderdale Road Synagogue—based upon the text, “A sound of battle Js 
in the land and of great destruction " (Jer. |. 22)—said: From afar the sound of 
battle is heard. We are spared the immediate sight of the horrors which such a 
battle porrome but the winged tidings that reach us bring with them also the 
echo of wailing and sorrow. Many a man bas found his untimely end, many a 
homestead is now desolate. The number of widows and orphans has been 
increased by the merciless fate which has struck the father ana husband down 
on the field of fight. And we hear also messaves of brave deeds done, of human 
virtue shining forth in splendour, of humanity even in the midst of cruelty, of 
loving-kindness in the midst of hatred and fierce enmity. We see men laying 
down cheerfully their lives for what they consider to be their duty, fighting for 
what they seem to believe the cause of right, each one convinced of the sacred- 
ness of his own cause. We are now equally called upon to do our duty as patriots 
and as Jews. I have purposely mentioned these two duties, not that they clash 
one against the other, but because they supplement one another. As patriots we 
must stand by our country, not even questioning the right or the wrong of the 
case, 80 s00N as it 1s a national question, a national duty. I need not remind you 
that it ill behoves us in the House of God to think even of those party dif- 
ferences which divide the nation in its public life. Nor can we here pay any 
attention to the opinions of those who are prompted by such motives of 
party consideration. They sink into insignificance when pelabed upon the scale 
of patriotic duty. The moment we are called upon to defend the integrity of the 
country, to assist in the victory of its military undertakings, our duty 1s clear. 
It illbehoves now the man tosay with the Psalmist: “I am for peace : but 
when | speak they are for war.” (Psalm cxx.,7.) The sword has unfortunately 
been unsheathed, and we must strengthen the arm which wields it now. chanel 
it bea murderous weapon. At times this patriotic duty is difficult to reconcile 
with the higher dictates of morality and truth. 
history of nations that war is not undertaken for any lofty principle, but for the 
satisfaction of low greed or of empty “honour,” bought at the cost of human 
life and human happiness, which brings with it the direst consequences, by fostering 
brutal instincts, In our case we must say that even the loftiest conceptions of 
morality are satisfied when we join in fervent prayer for the victory of our arms. 
England is fighting now the battle for justice, equality, peace, and righteousness. 
There is no desire in her undertaking to annex or to confiscate, or create new 
monopolies or separate privileges for one class of inhabitants against the other. 
We Jews who have lived long enough under the régime of different laws for us. 
and different for the other inhabitants, must fully appreciate the righteousness 
of the cause for which England has drawn the sword. The old Biblical maxim 
which up to quite recent times had been entirely ignored among the so-called 
civilised nations of Europe, and which most of them are now busy obliterating 
that there should be one law for the inhabitant and the stranger. is the watch. 
word of this great nation, and it has been forced into resorting to the most 
terrible of all weapons, the sword, in order to enforce it also in those 


countries where it has been trampled under foot. It is for us now 
not merely to declare our loyalty and patriotitm by empty decla- 
mations, or by the a ree of a prayer repeated here once a 


week, but by displaying all the virtues which our nation is heir to, to assist 
liberally in all the a that are made to alleviate the distress caused by the 
death of the soldiers falling on the field of honour, to wipe away the tears of 
mourning, to support the widows and orphans, to equip embalansia for the service 
of the wounded, and to show by everything which we say and do, how deeply we 
feel with the country in the hour of trial, how completely we identify ourselves 
with it in these supreme moments of the nation’s history. But we have some- 
thing more to do. Thus far we are acting as good and loyal citizensof the empire. 
As Jews we are now to think of the great ethical duties incumbent upon us, not 
to forget at such moments even, that war is no blessing, that the resort to 
arms is not to be countenanced as the best or the highest principle of human 
social duties. On the contrary, let us beware the danger that is lurking 
behind the easy appeal to brutal force. Let us remember that our highest ideal 
is unIY peace and the ultimate fraternisation of mankind Let us look 
behiid the smoke and din of warfare to the time when the victory will 
be achieved.

IMPRESSIONS OF LONDON JEWISH LIFE. 


Miss JuLiA RicuMAy, who visited London a few months ago, to attend the Inter- 
national Congress of Women 
Workers, submitted § an 
address on “ Impressions of 
London Life,” to the New 
York Section of the Jewish 
Women's Council, of which 
we give an abstract, omitting 
those passages which refer 
to individuals, Miss Rich 
man said: I cannot think of 
my London visit (three of 
the most delightful weeks 
of my life), without a rush 
of varying emotions, Hosp- 
tality, soready. so unaffected, 
sO genuine, as 
Londoners give to those to 
whom they are willing 
to open their doors, is 
almost unknown among us 
here of the north. Whether 
this beautiful hospitality is 
due to London influences, or 
whether it is acquired in the 
country home, so beautiful 
a feature in the life of the 
Englishman of means. I 
cannot say. I accepted and 
feel grateful for the hospi- 
tality without presuming to 
analyse whence it arose 
Whether, too, it came to me 
on official or on personal grounds, I do not questio:. Itcame; and the thought 
of it will always bring warmth to my heart, and | hope, a warmer and more 
spontaneous hospitality towards others, on my part, when opportunity olfers. 
Perhaps what impressed me earlier, possibly more deeply than the English 
hospitality, is the exquisite breeding of the real English ladies and gentlemen. 
Here again I refuse to analyse. It may or may not be a «uestion of “ the third 
generation,” it probably is not; for even here in our young country, how often 
do we find manners in some stock of the first generation : and alas ' how often 
do we miss it in a third generation. But our English friends ure better-bred. It 
is not so much a difference in kind, nor is it so much a difference in degree, as it 
is a difference in the whole social atmosphere. The difference can be felt, not 
analysed, Another noteworthy condition is the earnestness, the self-sacrificing 
zeal with which individuals devote themselves to the public good. One of the 
strongest impressions I brought home from London was the quiet and unosten- 
tatious life lived by so many Jews of large wealth. The material side seems less 
prominent than with us. The ideal seems to findroom to thrive. Large expendi- 
tures are often made, but made in the interests of Judaism orhumanity. Their 
homes are less luxurious and expensive in their fittings than are the homes of 
American Jews of equal or lesser financial ability, but comforts and marks of real 
culture abound. .... 

One other lesson I brought home from London. We Jews must not devote 
our time and our money exclusively to the welfare of Jewish interests and needs 
As Jews we must help the Jews, but as citizens of a great liberal government 
we owe obligations to non-sectarian needs. Almost every prominent worker in 
Jewish movements in London is also actively engaged in general philanthropic 
work. I believe it is this, in addition to their modesty and breeding, which gives 
them their assured position socially among non-Jews. Here the Council 
can be of help. Ourgreat institutions, public and semi-public, hike the American 
Female Guardian Society, the New York Juvenile Asylum, the Children’s 
Aid Society, the Hospital for the Relief of the Ruptured. and Crippled, etc., 
have not one Jewish name on their lists of directors, and have scores of Jewish 
children in their folds. Is is not time we gave a thought to such needs’ In 
short, then, aside from some of the pleasantest personal experiences of my life, 
[I owe to limited knowledge of life among the best London Jews, the desire to 
see American Jews more hospitable, less visibly prosperous (you will not mis- 
understand me), more ready to make sacrifices and large expenditures for the 
sake of our holy cause, and more ready to take up some of the burdens of the 
world at large, in addition to the burdens of the Jews of the world. 


OBITUARY. 


RUDOLF SINGER. 


Herr Rudolf Singer, of Hamburg, died from heart disease on Tuesday. 
The deceased was born at Breslau on the 3ist of January, 1545 ; he was thus in his 
oth year. He was educated atthe Breslau Gymnasium, after leaving which he 
at first entered upon a commercial career, and established himself as a 
merchant in Stettin. However, commerce did not satisfy his ambition, 
and he became a journalist. He had, while a merchant, repeatedly 
written articles for prominent German newspapers. His favourite 
study was political economy, of which he had a thorough grasp. In 
January, 1880, he was entrusted by the late Herr Rosatzin, with the 
editorship of the “Hamburg Handelsblatt.’ When in 1854 that paper 


merged in that of the old-established ‘“Hamburgische Boersen-Halle, 


he became co-editor of that paper, and two years latter became its chief 
editor on the death of Dr. Donnenberg, and in February last, on the death of 
the Director of the “ Boersenhalle,” he was appointed to that post. Herr Singer 
was highly esteemed by all who knew him, not only on account of his great 
knowledge, but also owing to the sterling qualities of his character. Although 
the duties of his office, both as editor and afterwards as director, made many 
calls upon his time, he yet devoted most of his leisure to the furtherance of the 
interests of the journalistic profession which he represented repeatedly at various 
Congresses. He was one of the chief promoters and founders of the Union of 
German Writers and Journalists, as also of the Munich “ Institute of Old Age 
Pensions for Journalists.” For many years a member of the Hamburg 
Association of Journalists and Writers, he filled for a considerable time the 
post of its Hon. Secretary, was subsequently elected second President, and then, 
in 1898, its first President, an office to which he was re-elected at the beginning 
of the present year.

The fact that the 
proceedings against the Assumptionists have evoked wide-spread approval in 
France can hardly, we think, be held to justify a general campaign 
And though the Jews have suffered most from Catholic ill-will in France 
yet we in England, who gladly recognise that the anti-Jewish campaign in 
France was, after all, a restricted movement fed by the hesitation and 
indifference of those who should have guided it into righteous paths, would 
fain hope for the lasting restoration of religious peace in France. 


We are heartily glad that the troubles and anxieties of 
Lord Rosebery _ the war have not taken snch hold of the nation bat that 
on it has an ear for the words of great pith and moment 
Overcrowding. which Lord Rosebery has uttered regarding the terrible 
domestic question of overcrowding. We are glad, not 
only becanse this evil is the worst of which the British body politic to-day is 
sick, bat also because we, as Jews, have a deep and growing interest in the 
rapid solation of the problems to which it gives rise. In the first place many 
Jews are regarded as a mslevolent factor in the prodaction of the present 
situation, as though the evils complained of were bounded ly the four walls of 
the Ghetto and not rampant in every city and almost every raral centre of the 
kingdom. In the second place, none are stricken more painfully by the 
trouble than the poor of our community, whose presence down East 
is a source of perpetual questioning among our neighbours. Nay, 
the effects of overcrowding among us are evea worse than is 
generally imagined. High rents not only swallow up wages, 
they cripple the hand of charity. They not only drive into the pauper 
ranks men who might lead an independent existence, they intercept 
and divert and render almost of no effect the stream of philanthropy. It is 
not an uncommon thing for half of the weekly dole, given by the 
Board of Gaardians, to find its way into the pockets of a landlord, 
Oat of 108. per week allowed to a helpless protégé, 5s. must 
be deducted for rent—before bodily sustenance can be thought of, 
with the result that, what would be a snificient dole, is shorn of 
nearly all its effect and valae. Could there be a stronger reason 
for Jews to take up arms against an evil which is manufactaring paupers, 
paralysing philanthropy and ranning counter to every principle on which a 
civilised polity should be built up? The honsing trouble is not a simple 
question, it is a complex one, or rather, we should say, a double-headed evil 
—the evil of the slams which abound smong us and mock the name of 
civilisation ; and the evil of house-famine, that does not even leave a rookery 
in the shelter of which the hapless poor can lay their heads.

Regret it as we may, 
we are compelled to admit that the remedy of clearing insanitary 
areas and erecting substitute dwellings has utterly broken down. The 
second branch of the evil, the honse-famine, is mach more avenable to 
treatment. How can the poor be better saved from the clutches of the slam- 
owners, than by relieving the house-famine and so rendering it unnecessary 
to fall into their hands? The responsible authorities must themselves 
build as fast as they can. But the question is, where’ The London County 
Council, it is pointed ont, has ansaleable sites of its own on which 
20,000 people could be housed. That, with proper assistance, might be a 
partial remedy. Another remedy might be to tax at its full urban value the 
land which speculative owners persist in keeping idle. But we have all come 
to agree that one chief hope of redemption consists in drawing the sur; lus 
population away from the seething centres. The urban authorities must build 
on cheap land outside their jurisdiction. This was the policy indicated by 
Sir Samuel Montega’s generous gift of land at Edmonton. 
way is barred by a legal difficulty. The local authorities may not go outside 
their jurisdiction. They may, as Lord Rosebery says, lodge their lunatics 
and invalids outside their areas, but not their intelligent artisans with large 
families. Here is the fatal obstacle, and it will have to be removed by Parlia- 
ment with the utmost despatch. When this has been done, there must be a 
heavy reduction in the cost of locomotion to enable the workman to go 
cheaply to and fro to his work. nly then, will the pressure be relieved and 
the beginning of the end of the greatest of modern evils be in sight. We 
wish the Jewish manufacturers would show the way in this great reform 
by voluntarily transferring their factories beyond the Metropolis.

Uniformity. was an eloquent appreciation of the differences that 
must ever exist in hu.gan points of view, a plea for 
wiser attitude to those who cannot see eye to eye with ourselves, and 4 
reminder of the futility, and worse, of attempting to adjust the mental vision 
of all mankind to a single focus. Mr. Singer condemns the yearning for 
symmetry, the passion for uniformity, and in this he places his finger on one of 
the weak points in modern thought, as illustrated not more in contemporary 
Jewish history than in that striving after a uniform Christianity 
exemplified in recent congresses. It is carious to note that these efforts find a 
field almost exclusively in the religious world. In the practical affairs <f 
humanity they are rarely entertained; because experience is hopeless|y 
against their introduction. In the sphere of government, for instance, no 
one ever dreams of imposing a uniform system on the various States. (ne 
country may find political salvation in a limited Monarchy; another affects 
Republican institations ; a third is content with a paternal autocrat. Each 
country to its tastes; there is no single measure for all. Nay, we might 
continue the parallel farther still. How much uniformity is there within the 
British Empire itself ? The ballot-box rales the land; but side by side and 
in almost co-ordinate authority with it exists the House of Peers, which is its 
very negation. One portion, again, of Her Majesty's Dominions is a sel!. 
governing «vlony almost wholly independent; another is satisfied with the 
status of a Crown colony: while still another prospers under the rule of a 
Chartered Company. And yet all these diverse elements are bound into a 
consistent and loyal whole by the sovereign power of the aeen. There may 
not be uniformity; but there is unity. 


We think there is room for a keener apprehension of 
these facts in our community. Here, too, we must be 
tolerant of differences, yet jealous of our unity. Can 
any one doubt that even in this very London 
there are several sections of Jews widely divergent in 
their habits of thought, drawn in contrary directions, yet governed in the last 
resort by the same controlling and unifying principles of Judaism. Their 
Jadaism is the same in substance; their manners of giving expression to it 
are often different. What fatuity then would it be to attempt to assimi- 
late East and West, to bind both in the bonds of an artificial unanimity, to 
force on the East changes in methods of worship in the practice and love of 
which the present generation and its fathers have grown grey. It rejnires 
no very deep insight to foresee that the inevitable result of any such 
effort would be, first, to stirup a heated strife in which the essential prin- 
ciples of all faiths would be hopelessly submerged, and, secoadly, to retard by 
many a year that progress which both East and W est—each in their own groove 
and manner—are alike achieving. Better far to leave them each to their 
own methods, and allow them to march by their several paths to their 
common goal. We may not attain a rigid uniformity, but there will be 
a real harmony and a real unity. The value of union is, we are afraid, 
too often forgotten in the passionate pursuit of uniformity. The cause o! 
unity is damaged in the struggle to accomplish a useless one-ness of religious 
m<thod, not only between diverse sections of Jews but even between -Jews and 
Gentiles. Those movements, not being propelled by the winds of communa| 
approval and being manifestly opposed to all those Jewish practices upon the 
lines of which we have contentedly progressed, should not be obstinately per- 
severed with. After all, a few individuals’ however honest and sincere, owe 
something to the feelings of the majority, not a little—in the circumstances 
in which Jews find themselves—to the necessity of disc pline. If every 
worshipper separated himself from the congregation, if every Jew would 
became the prophet of an aggressive new movement and a law unto himsel!, 
if every one with a modified view of Judaism all his own, were to break away 
from the camp and become a captain of a small troop, there would be a religious 
Adaullam to every square yard of the Ghetto, and Jewry would be reduced to 
congeries of warring factions in which recrimination and chaos would take the 
place of toleration and progress. 


The Lesson 
Applied 
to Ourselves. 


The late Mr. Grant Allen, in his work on the develop- 

Grant Allen ment of the idea of God, writes in terms of high 
and appreciation of the purity of the religious and mora; 
Darwin, ideals which the Israelites formed at an early period of 
the world’s history. In this laborious gift of his to 

the discussion of early religions it is clear throughout that he is moved by ® 
warm desire to arrive at the truth, and that he uses extensive knowledge with 
acuteness. It is sufficient to admit as much as this without adhering to his 
principal conclusions. His popular articles on physical science were 
delightfully instructive reading. The admirers of this part of his 
work were vexed to find that being obliged to increase a slender income 
he was torn away from a chapter of activity in which he had no compeers, t0 


write novels at so much a page. Authors who had not 8 tenth 
of his equipment for serious work were equally able to tarn out 
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romances. Though his stories were often vigorous narratives, the 
world is the poorer for the hours which Grant Allen spared from the exposi- 
tion of the true life of plants or insects to narrate the feigned adventures 
of puppets and shadows. The contrast between his career and that of his 
master, Charles Darwin, does not tend to wean us from prizing the 
institution of private property. Darwin happened to be endowed by his 
family with a competence, and was, therefore, able to give all hie 
time to the problems which he investigated so thoroughly. (Grant Allen, 
admirably equipped for spreading a knowledge of biological traths, was 
prompted by want of means to resign to serial fiction a genius that was capable 
of enlightening mankind about facts. A great novelist he never became 
but had he been free to follow the bent of his own disposition he would have 
been a great teacher of science. The feverish anxiety of Jewish parents to 
provide for the future of their children is not unjastified by a comparison 
between the two careers. Bat if our children are to devote their lives to the 
augmentation of human knowledge and human happiness, they need not only 
the material advantages which Darwin had and Allen lacked, lat the devotion 
to trath and the interest in the advance of man, which animated these 
unselfish men of modern learning, as they guided in past ages the simple 
and laborious lives of many of the Rabbis. 

We are sorry—and not e little surprised—to find that 
the sppeal for £1,200 to establish a Kosher Kitchen 
at the German Hospital, lalston, has hung fire. ()/ 
the sum required only £500 has so far been collected, 
and unless the remainder is forthcoming by the end of 
the year, the handsome gift in perpetuity of £10 a year 
for the provision of a competent cook for the proposed kitchen will be 
withdrawn. It is certainly a strange thing that what is, after all— 
compared with the enormous amounts that fiow into our various 
charitiee—a very modest appeal, should have met with such a scant 
and disheartening response. There is no reason, so far as we can see, 
for withholding the money asked for. But there are a good many reasons 
why it should be promptly and heartily accorded. In the first place, as 
it was right and proper that a Jewish Kitchen should be established in the 
London Hospital, it cannot be less right and proper that a similar one should 
be installed in the German Hospital. The former institution, it is true, is in 
the heart of the East Kad, but the latter, too, is being daily surrounded with 
an ever-thickening ring of necessitous Jews. In the second place—and it 
proves what we have just said—fully a third of the patients of the German 
Hospital are Jews. Surely tbe relief thus afforded is sufficient for the com- 
munity to be grateful for without our wishing to saddle the hospital itself, 
which is far from atllaent, with the provision of the Kitchen—an expenditure 
which it is as incapable as it no doubt would be undesirous of bearing. This 
Kosher Kitchen is not an altogether slight matter. ‘othe poor Jews who lie 
stricken almost unto death in the hospital wards kosher food may not in itself 
bring relief from pain, yet the absence of it may not only retard recovery, but 
even accelerate the end. It is unwise to ignore the effect of moral intiuence 
on the ills of the body ; with the pious Jews who resort to these 
hospitals the effect is greater and deeper perhaps than many 
may imagine, We earnestly hope, therefore, that the regrettable deficency 
we refer to will soon be supplied; and we look for support, in particular, to 
two classes—to those who rightly clamoured against the intolerance of 
the German Hospital authorities, but must now recognise the complete change 
of spirit that has come over the administration: and to the many wealthy 
German Jews resident here, who in a trice could have furnished the re juisite 
funds without hurt to themselves and without the necessity of reiterated 
appeals,

In another column we chronicle the interesting fact 


Professor that next Wednesday the Rev. l’rofessor Marks enters 
Marks. upon bis $%th year. He has given 58 years of his 
ministry to the West London Synagogue of British 

Jews. Such a record of service to a single congregation would be extra- 


ordinary under any circumstances. It is the more extraordinary in Dr. Marks 
case because it measures the length of time during which the Anglo-Jewish 
Reform movement bas been in existence. David Woolf Marks has survived 
all the founders of that movement, notwithstanding that some of them lived 
to a great age. In many cases he has outlived their children, and in not a 
few even their grandchildren. He has seen three generations of (+oldsmids 
carried to their rest. His oldest living congregants were mere 
youths and maidens when the synagogue was opened at Burton 
Street at the commencement of 1842. He must have married very 
nearly 1,000 couples in his time, and he officiated at # marriage 
as recently as last Wednesday. As for the number of sermons he has 
preached, they must be at least 2,000. But the remarkable feature of his 
pulpit ministrations is the fact that his voice and delivery are almost as fine 
to-day as they were in his prime, finer in one respect, since the loss of sight 
has compelled him to discard the hampering use of manuscript. Daring his 


prolonged career, death has, of course, been no less busy outside of his con 


gregation than within it. Hence the generation which s) strongly opposed 
the Reform movement at the outset has almost entirely died out. Solomon 
Herschell and David Meldola, who signed the Cheren, Dr. Nathan Marcus 
Adler, Sir Moses Montefiore and Sampson Samuel, Louis Cohen and his 
son, Lionel Cohen, have all gone over to the majority, and some of these names 
are mere memories to-day. With them has died out that feeling of asperity 
with which the Reformers and their spiritual chief were once regarded. It 
mast be admitted that death and the efliax of time have not been the only 
contribatory circamstances to this state of things. Prof. Marke himself has 
helped to bring it abont by the conciliatory attitade he has adopted 
towards the Jrthodox party. To-day there is no more venerated ecclesiastic 
among us than the Father of the Anglo-Jewish Reform Movement, and he 


enters upon his 89th year amidst the s{fectionte good wishes of all sections of 
the community. 


But scant courtesy was shown by the Treasarers 
towards a proposal at the last meeting of the 
(nited Synagogue, by which it was desired to 
secure more general ficancial support to the Chief 
Rabbi's Fand than is now obtained. As it is at present the United 
Synagogue practically charges itself with the responsibility of support- 
ing the Rabbinate, although the duty is also incumbent upon the whole 
of the synagogues which own the spiritual sway of the Chief Rabbi. 
These bodies, metropolitan, provincial and colonial, are morally bound 
to provide their contributions for the purpose of maintaining the Rabbinate 
as the i nited Synagogue. As a matter of fact, however, the ontside 
bodies fall far short of their obligations and are content to let 
the (United Synagogue bear practically the whole of tke burden, 
althongh the services of the Rabbinate are not by any means exclusively 
devoted to the needs of the  nited Synagogue, which probably gets but a tithe 
of the time and attention given to the affairs of the congregations outside the 
Union. The root of the difficulty is to be found in the manner in which the 
contributions have hitherto been made, and although it is no use crying over 
spilt milk we thiak it is mach to be regretted that an euaitable method of 
assessment was not introduced at the time of the election of the present 
incumbent of the office of Chief Rabbi. It is not a question of fiaance only, 
although this is not to be lightly pat aside from the point of view of the 
Lnited Synagogue, but it is a question of principle involving important 
issnes, and we think such congregations as Manchester, Liverpool, and 
Leeds do unwisely in not assisting to place the juestion upon an equitable 
basis. The Isbbinate is, toa large extent, the only tie existing between the 
various sections of Anglo-Judws, and to ignore the pecuniary responsibilities 
which attach to those congregations that can well afford to contribute to the 
Chief Rabbi's Fund is to stultify their own relations with the Rabbinate. The 
juestion cannot be allowed to rest where it is at present. ,

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FRANCE AND THE DREYFUS CASE. 


The Aurore has published a letter addressed by Colonel Picquart to M- 
Waldeck- Rousseau, the Premier, asking for a judicial inquiry into the proceedings 
of General Gonse and M. Gribelin, formerly Chief Clerk at the War Office, in 
connection with the Dreyfus Case. Colonel Picquart asks for this inquiry on the 
— that it is necessary to enable any judges before whom he himself may 

brought properly to appreciate the value of the charges made against him. 
He refuses to avail himself of an amnesty, because it would deprive him of the 
moral reparation to which he is entitled. 

A deputation of Socialists has waited upon ex-Captain Dreyfus, who, in 


thanking them, said he would not cease to labour for his rehabilitation in 
the Army. 


The Religious Orders in France. 


RAID ON LA CROLX. 


The long-prophesied action of the French Government against several of 
the Religious Orders in France who played so deplorable a part in the anti-Semitic 
campaign in the country, seems to have begun at last. Last Saturday the police 
made a raid upon the premises of the Assumptionist organ, Za Crovr, in the Rue 
Francois Premier, Paris, which, it is said, ended in the discovery of a number of 
important documents, as well as a fund of 1,800.0) francs (about £72,'"»). 
According to the correspondent of the Daily Chronicle :-— 


As the As:umptionists are an unauthorised congregation which has evaded the new 
tax upon monastic orders, an embargo has been laid upon thia large sum, which is in gold 
and bank notes. Similar searches were made with little or no result at the branch houses 
all over France 

The Assumptionist nuns, who bave a home in the Cour la Reine, were also visited 
by the police, who ransacked their dormitories and private rooms. The sisters help in 
folding the popular tracte and pamphiets published under the auspices of La Croiz 
Monsignor Lorepzelli received instructions from the Pope some weeks agoto warn Pere 
Bailly to desist from his attacks upon President Loubet, and to avoid al! irritating allusions 
to the Dreyfus case. To emphasise these pastoral injunctions, Leo XIII. ostentatiously 
sent Madame Loubet a present of a costly jewelled rosary. 

The Government has no intention of molesting other communities, unless on fiscal 

rounds. The Capuchin Monastery at Marseiller is to be sold by auction on the 29th inst., 
cause the monks refuse to pay the increased taxation. Several convents are in the same 
plight. The church of the Assumptionists was crowded to-day at all the services. The 
action of the Government meets with general approval. 


Otber indications, however, do not point to the prospect of religious peace 
in France. There is the proposed scholastic law by which all public 
appointments are to be reserved for candidates who have passed through the 
State Schools for two or three years prior to their nomination. “ This,” says a 
contemporary, “18 an indirect blow at religious educational establishments caleu- 
lated, if firmly carried out, to lead to their gradual extinction.” The motto 
henceforth wiil be “ No Catholic need apply.” 

The correspondent quoted above, in a later message, sends some further 


pee concerning the attitude of the Vatican towards the present situation. 
ile remarks -— 


The Pope, with the co-operation of the Bishops, will issue strict injanctions to Pere 
Picard, the Superior-Gieneral of the Assumptionists, under pain of suspension, to abstain 
fram an ultra-offepsive propaganda which has scandalised Christendom. On the other 
hand, the Vatican will remind the Government that, apart from their present rebellious 
attitude, the Order has greatly helped to extend the infiuence of France in the East and 
in Newfoundland, according to the rules laid down by their founder, Pere a'Alzon. 

The Arsumptionist community, being of recent date, does not enjoy the privileges of 
other monastic corporations. The Holy See could either decree its dissolution or forbid 
the reception of new recruits. One of these drastic measures would certainly be taken if 


it were proved that the superiors and members of the order were conspiring with the 
enemies of the Republic 


The Rome colleague of the same writer goes so far as definitely to inform 
us that negotiations between the Vatican and the French Government, with a 
view to inducing the Pope to consent to the suppression of the Assumptionist 
organisation, have aecote taken place. The Pope, he says, would consent to 
sacrifice the Assumptionists if the position of the Jesuits and the other religious 
orders were guaranteed. 

In subsequent messages doubt is thrown, upon semi-official authority, on the 
reported discovery of £72,()") at the offices of La Crovz. 

Last Sunday, at the Steinway Hall, Dr. Washington Sullivan, President 
of the Ethical Religion Society, delivered an address on the recent Catholic 

otests against the policy of the Roman Church in the Dreyfus case, “ It was,” 
e said, “ Cardinal Vaughan's singularly ill-timed address on the superiority of 

Catholic moral and social methods over Protestant which had brought down upon 
him the vigorous protests of his own coreligionists. The correspondence which 
ensued in the 7/mes revealed a remarkable cleavage of opinion in English Roman 
Catholic circles, and Cardinal Vaughan’'s apparent inability to appreciate what it 
was that so profoundly shocked the conscience of the average Catholic layman 
was noted as one of the most regrettable features of the whole bad business. 
The scandalous campaign of calumny, race hatred, and persecution deliberately 
prosecuted by the entire religious press, the undoubted acquiescence, if not com- 
plicity, of the French episcopate and priesthood, and, worst of all, ‘ the amazing 
and appalling silence ' of the Pope, were duly noted by numerous correspondents, 
and in particular by ‘ Verax’ and Mr. St. George Mivart. Indeed, so serious 
was the latter writer's estimate of the situation, that, despairing of any further 
hope of reform by agitation within the Roman Church, he had determined to 
appeal to the ‘ universal judgment of civilised mankind.’ ” 


A Travelling Scholarship.—Some time ago, Mr. G. L. Bruce, a former 
member of the London School Board, placed at the disposal of the Board a sum 
of £120 asa travelling scholarship, to enable a teacher (man or woman) to visit 
Germany, Northern Switzerland or France, in order to see something of the 
methods and ideas of foreign schools, and to submitareport on the subject. The 
Board accepted the offer, and have ‘now, on the recommendation of the Schoo! 
Management Committee, appointed Miss Kitty Isaacs, L.L.A., assistant teacher 
in the girls’ department of the Chicksand Street School, Whitechapel, as the 


holder of the Travelling Scholarship. Miss Isaacs, who is a Jewess, will travel 
for nine months. 


Aibert Square.—At a meeting of the Limehouse District Board on 
Wednesday afternoon the Sth, the Chairman made the gratifying announcement 
that in an interview with Mr. Cohen, the owner of Albert Square, that gentle- 
man had agreed to arbitration to fix the price to be paid for the acquisition of 
Albert Square, Ratcliff, as an open space. Mr. Cohen was introduced to the 
meeting by Mr. Dalby Williams, who observed that after hearing Mr. Cohen 
the Board would not look upon him as the black gentleman many took him for. 
After some agreeable compliments between Mr. Cohen and several members of 
the Board, an agreement was signed satisfactory to all parties : a clause being 


inserted that the question be decided upon on or before the 12th December.

MEMORIAL SERVICE IN PARIS. 


As foreshadowed in last week's Jewish CHRONICLE, a Memorial Service 
was held on Wednesday at the Temple, Rue de la Victoire, Paris, in memory of 
Captain Salomon Braun, of the French Marine ety ses & one of the Bretonnet 
Expedition, who was killed at Rabbah, near Lake Chad. The President of the 
Republic, the Ministers of Marine, War, and Colonies were officially represented. 
as well as the Governor of Paris and the Commandant of the Paris Fortress. 
Among the officers present were Generals Sée and Delanne, and many other 
representatives of all arma. The relatives of the deceased officer also occupied 
prominent positions in the large congregation. | 

M. Zapoc Kaun, the Grand Rabbin, delivered an eloquent sermon based 
upon an appropriate text from Jeremiah. In the course of his impressive 
ahavons . Zadoc Kahn extolled, not only the virtues of the deceased but of 
the French Army, and he especially referred to the brave Jewish soldiers who 
had fallen in the several French Colonial expeditions, including Madagasvar and 
Tonkin. He eulogised the services of Captain Braun, and he declared that 
France does not forget those who devote themselves to her: she makes nv 
distinction between those of her childen who lay down their lives for her. M. 
Dreyfuss, Grand Rabbin of Paris, brought the solemn service to a close by 
reciting the prayer for the dead. 


The Late Maurice Beddington, J.P. 


The Tombstone over the grave of the late Mr. Maurice Beddington, was 
“set” on Sunday last by the Rev. 8. Singer, at Willesden Cemetery. The 
memorial consists of a very massive Tomb, comprising a square plinth

Board of Guardians. 


The monthly meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on 
Monday at the Offices, Middlesex Street. There were present: Mr. B. L. Conen, 
M.P., President, in the Chair, Messrs. H. A. Abrahams, J. M. Ansell, J. 8. 
Ballin, I. M. Boekbinder, Leonard L. Cohen, A. E. Franklin, M. A. Green, Wolf 
Harris. H. R. Levinsohn, E. J. Loewé, Frank I. Lyons, Asher I. Myers. J. A. 
Rozelaar, Stuart M. Samuel, and Oscar Selinger. 


The business was for the most part of a formal character. 


On the motion of Mr. M. A. Green, the Hon, Secretary, a sum of £3) was 
granted from the funds to Mr. M. Drukker (who had retired from the post 
of senior porter owing to ill-health), in recognition of his faithful services, 
extending over a period of ten years; and payment of 53a week, for a period 
not exceeding six months, was sanctioned to the parents of Mr. D. Garcia, porter 
at the Offices, who as a Reservist is now serving with the colours in South 
Africa. 


The PresiveNn?t reported that he had been instrumental in obtaining a grant 
of £5) from the Mansion House Transvaal Refugees’ Fund for a poor Jewish 
widow who had been obliged to leave Bloemfontein in consequence of the 
existing crisis, and whose case had been brought to his notice by Miss Lily 
Montagu. 


The Presipent reported the receipt of a letter from the Royal Minera! 
Water Hospital in Bath, asking for a contribution from the funds of the Board 
in consideration of the number of poor Jewish cases sent to that Hospital by 
the Board in its corporate capacity. The President had placed a notice on the 
paper that he would move a grant of £10 to the hospital in question, but on 
reconsideration he thought that, as it would be impossible either to reduce or 
withhold the grant in future years, if its renewal were asked for, an 
annual subscription of £5 5s. (an amount granted by many Boards of Guardians) 
would meet the circumstances of the case. With the sanction of the meeting, 
he altered his motion in this sense, 


After some discussion, in which Messrs. Srvcarr M.Sawrer. J. S. Bauer. 
F. I. Lyons, H. A, Abranams and H. R, Levinsoun took part, on a point 
raised by Mr. Samuel respecting the principle of one institution making a gran’ 
to another, the modified proposal of the President was adopted. 


The meeting voted the customary annua! gratuities to parochial medical 
ofheers, 

The meeting authorised the President to insert his winter appeal in the 
Jewish Press on the Ist December, the day preceding Sabbath Hanucah. Mr. 
ConuEN mentioned that this would be his thirteenth appeal and that he would 
find it difficult to have something fresh to say. He would. therefore, earnest) 
bespeak the co-operation and support of his colleagues, and would solicit the 
Jewish clergy to make appeals from the pulpit on Sabbath Hanucah as they 
were in the habit of doing. He had no reason to complain, on the contrary, he 
had every reason to be grateful. for the response to his last appeal, and this was 
a case, if ever there were one, of gratitude for favours to come. 


The Hon. Secretary reported the receipt of 5) tickets from Mrs. Herman 
Tack of the North London Grocery Fund, for the first distribution on the 16th 
inst. If any more were required, Mrs. Tuck intimated that she would be more 
pleased to send them tothe Board than to any other Society. The same number 
would be sent weekly throughout the winter. 


The PkesibpEN’ reported the receipt of £500 from the Jewish Colonisation 
Association, being the second moiety of a grant made last year. 


A letter was read from Mr. Herbert J. Marcus, Hon. Secretary of th

DEBATE IN THE AUSTRIAN PARLIAMENT. 
‘FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, | 
Vienna, NOVEMBER 12TH, 

The debate in the Reichsrath on the outrages upon the Jews, which has been 
s© anxiously awaited by the anti-Semites, commenced on the Sth inst. Nearly 
seventy members announced their intention to speak, among them being a 
number of Czechs, anti-Semites and Socialists, and also a few Liberals. The 
intended Jewish speakers are Hofrath Kareis, Dr. Straucher, Dr. Verkauf, 
Ur, Tittinger, Dr. By k and Dr. Rapoport, It is scarcely probable that all the 
Deputies who have given in their names will be able to speak, as in such a case 
the debate would be endless. Probably, at an early sitting, a list of general 
speakers will be drawn up, and by this means it is hoped to exclude the 

ews. Weshall soon see whether these men are strong enough to withstand 
the more or less slight pressure that will be brought to bear upon them by the 
various political clubs, and by “ well-meaning supporters and friends” 

I have already reported that Dr. Von Koerber, Minister of the Interior, 
had, in reply to an interpellation, defended the measures taken by the 
authorities to check the excesses, and it was on this reply that the debate was 
opened, and assumed the character of a purely Jewish debate. The Czech 
ogg An not only attacked the Government, but plainly declared that 
the Jews themselves were mainly responsible fcr the riots. It is 
the story over again of the lamb and the wolf, and the first speaker 


for the Cyrechs, Dr. Zacek, could not emphasise this sufficiently. The 
Czech anti-Semite, Brzenovsaky, threw among the Deputies handbills 


giving the portrait of a printer named Klabusay, who by his inflammatory 
writings on the Polna affair had paved the way for the excesses at Holleschau, 
Dr. Zacek attributed the great anti-Semitic feeling among the Czech people to 
the political attitude of the Bohemian and Moravian Jews, who have the role 
of Germans and helped the Germans in their campaign against the Czechs, The 
energetic defenders of thieves and incendiaries however are unable to deprive 
themselves of the opportunity of complaining that the Christian people are 
exploited by Jews, and he gave them the hypocritical advice to abandon their 
proceedings if they did not wish to draw on them the everlasting hatred of the 
Czech nation. Moreover this spirit of anti-Semitism had nothing in common 
with the traditional anti-Semitism of the German people, and would disappear 
if the Bohemian and Moravian Jews changed their tactics. 

Far more noteworthy than this Czech denunciation was the speech of the 
Jewish Social Democrat, Berner. He sharply criticised the action of the 
Government, who allowed the soldiery to fire on the masses on account of a few 
broken windows. The remarks which the speaker had to offer on the Jews of 
Bohemia and Moravia showed such a want of knowledge of the Jews and 
Judaism generally that it is easy to foresee what the Jews will have to expect 
if the Social Democrats ever come to the helm. There prevails among this 
party a strong feeling against the Jews which finds expression in unfounded 
charges, for they lay at the doors of the Jews generally the failings of a few Jews 
in high places. His remarks on Czech anti-Semitism were interesting. The causes 
for this he declared to be hostility to the Jewish race and general, social and 
linguistic differences. This Jewish Social Democrat threw into the teeth of the 
Jews that they kept themselves apart from other peoples by marrying only 
among themselves, that they maintained the purity ot their race and that they 
work together with the Germans for the material and national oppression and 
exploitation of the Slavonic majority, that the Jews co-operated in keeping the 
people steeped in ignorance, and that for all these reasons it was not surprising 
that excesses against the Jews should be the result. The portion of his speech 
in which he attacked the Rothschilds and other rich Jews was loudly applauded 
by the anti-Semites, but stormy scenes followed when Berner denounced 
the anti-Semitism of the Christian Socialists as utopian and hypocritical 
and when he discussed the agitation in connection with the Polna murder. This 
speech was in reality a propaganda for Social Democracy at the expense of the 
5 a It is scarcely worth the trouble to correct the false statements made by 
him and by speakers. who followed, The anti-Semite Turk spoke in, for him. 
moderate terms. The important part of his speech was his declaration against 
the superstitious blood fable, for, according to his opinion (and it is remarkable as 
being held by a follower of Sch nerer) it had no place in the Jewish religion. He. 
however, went so far as to admit that possibly a fanatical sect of the Jews did use 
Christian blood. The Young Czech Adamek and a Polish Deputy spoke in the 
same sense as Dr, Zacek. The storm broke loose when the Minister of the 
Interior rose to reply. He defended the use of weapons by the gendarmes and 
soldiers, to which they had only recourse in the greatest emergency. The 
security of life and property had been threatened, and the Government would 
take care that no guilty person should escape punishment. It was deeply to be 
regretted that a religious agitation had been added to the unscrupulous National 
and Socialist agitation, and that passions had been excited to such an extent that 
the severest repressive measures had become necessary. The Government would 
employ all the power at its disposal to put a stop to these proceedings. 


It had done all it possibly could, and it would continue to act 
similarly in the future to prevent a repetition of these tragic 
proceedings. Nearly every sentence of the Minister's speech was 


interrupted by shouts from the Czechs, and the excitement was so 
great that some of the members openly gave the Minister the lie, and compelled 
him tobreak off his speech in the middle. It was only after a long interval, 
a — the sitting was adjourned, that the Minister was able to conclude 
is speech. 
hen came the vrativ pro domo of the so-called Liberals. The Deputy for 
Briinn, d'Elvert, spoke of the attempts which were made to bring the Jews 


into the Czech camp, and then went on to refer to the absurdity 
of the ritual murder fable. He asserted that the excesses had 
been prepared long beforehand, and that the Polna affair had been 


regarded as a favourable opportunity for the outbreak. The speeches 
from the Liberal side, with their crypto-anti-Semitism and hypocrisy, show that 
the party are more unsympathic than the openly expressed enmity of the 
Clerical and anti-Semitic sections. It must at least be said that the speech of 
the notorious Schneider honestly showed what we Jews have to expect from the 
anti-Semites. This speech was, so to speak, the «low of the debate so far as it 
had gone. Schneider, who is a specially interesting personage for psycho- 
pathologists, enjoys the fullest consideration in Porlinmenit. He declared 
that he had collected his material for the last twenty years and 
that for the last nine yones he had been waiting for the opportunity to give 
this material to the world. Such material as it is, is largely devoted to proving 
that ritual murder is prescribed for Jews by their religious law. It would be 
insulting to your readers to quote any of the calumnies which Schneider 
has written and spoken against the Jews and Judaism, but which 
unfortunately have found credence in Austrix. In the course of his 
speech he referred to the anti-Jewish excesses in France, Algeria, Roumania. 
Seese and—the Transvaal, which proved that the Jews are hated everywhere. 
Coming to the Polna murder, he declared it to bea ritual crime, and cited a 
large number of similar alleged ritual murders. He referred toa reply by the 
late Count Andrassy, Austrian Minister for Foreign Affairs, to a question 
whether the Jews have committed ritual murder: “ Naturally, it has been 


proved and cannot be contested that the Jews have committed ritual murder.” 
On being asked why no condemnation followed, the Count is said to have 
replied : “ Probably, on the following day 20,000 Jews would have been killed, 
and if this had been the case, where would we have been able to get our money 
from ’” Schneider did not leave unquoted a single one of the numerous anti- 
Semitic pamphlets and books issued within recent years. He read passages from 
an Italian pamphlet, “ Christian Blood as Used in the Synagogue, and read a 
passage from the Talmud in the original Hebrew, the German translation of 
which. he declared, showed that ritual murder was customary among the Jews. 
Then came the story of the “ blood globules,’,and with this final shot Schneider 
concluded his speech. All these absurd statements will be read by the people, 
and. unfortunately be believed by them. Is it surprising that excesses are com. 
mitted against the Jews, or that hatred against the Jews grows instead of 
lessening ?

The Alleged ‘‘ Ritual Murder’’ in Bohemia. 


“FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
VIENNA, NOVEMBER 137TH, 1899, 

In your last issue mention was made of a pamphlet by Professor Masaryk, of 
the Czech University in Prague, dealing with the Kuttenberg trial not from the 
Jewish, but from the objective standpoint, and energetically condemning the 
‘blood accusation.” | am sorry to announce that the pamphlet bas been 
confiscated, Apparently the authorities are afraid that the reading of the 
pamphlet would tranquillise the minds of the people, which must be pre- 
vented at any cst. At the sitting of the Chamber of Deputies 
last Thursday Dr. Kronawetter, Hofrath Kareis, and Dr. Straucher 
submitted an interpellation, which was also signed by the Social Democrats, to 
the Minister of Justice respecting the confiscation. The reply of the Minister 
naturally afforded little enlightenment as to the cause of this proceeding. %S» 
the anti-Semites will beable, with no little justice, to spread the report that the 
(Government, as the confiscation proves, is at one with them in regard to the 
belief in “ritual murder.’ For the purposes of a successful propaganda, the 
anti-Semites immediately afterwards interpellated the Minister of Justice, 
asking bim to prevent any pressure being brought to bear on the Judges, not 
to give free expression to their opinivuns. Should the reply not please our 
enemies, they will possibly provoke a second Jewish debate. 

In order to understand the meaning of the latest anti-Semitic interpellation, 
I must remind your readers not oniy of the terrorism exercised over the 
minds of judges and witnesses at the Kuttenberg trial, but I must also call 
attention to an incident which took place last week. The Vienna jury list for 
the year 1%) is already being prepared. These lists are annually drawn up by 
a Commission, consisting of, besides four high judicial authorities, three trust- 
worthy persons whose selection is left to the Burgomaster of Vienna. Dr. Lueger 
availed himself of this opportunity to place on the Commission three of the 
most furious anti-Semites. These three individuals fully justified the expecta- 
tions that were formed of them by purging the jury list of all persons not of 
their way of thinking. The consequences have been felt during the year. On 
this account, and despite the law, it-was decided this year torelieve Dr. Lueger «of 
the duty of nominating the three members of the Commission, and this task was 
undertaken by the Landesgericht himself. This moral slap in the face has been 
quietly borne by the anti-Semites. 

But if the bighest judicial, functionaries are not enamoured of the activity 
of the anti-Semites in the Courts of Justice, there are other circles in which 
their proceedircgs are otherwise appreciated. From Prague addresses of thanks 
have been sent to the Deputies Schneider and Bielohlawek for their fearlessness 
in respect to the discovery of the “Ritual Murder.” These expressions of 
thanks, which leave nothing to be desired in hatred of the Jews, have been 
published far and wide in the anti-Semitic organs and have been utilised to dish 
up again the calumny of “ Ritual Murder.” 

A-minor anti-Semitic triumph has been the visit of Ja certain M. Quidon, of 
Marseilles, to the anti-Nemites in Prague. This person, who 1s described as 
Secretary of the anti-Semitic League in France, came to Prague in order to 
obtain authentic particulars of the “ ritual murder,” and to invite Bohemian, and 
generally all Austrian associates, to the anti-Semitic Congress which is to be held 
in Paris next year during the Exhibition. At this Congress, M. Quidon assured 
his friends, a Universal Alliance against Judaism is to be founded. As though 
such an Alliance does not already exist: as though the visit of an anti-Semite 
from Marseilles is not sufficiently characteristic of the cosmopolitanism of the 
anti-Semitic movement. The Viennese anti-Semites are arranging a separate 
expedition to Paris under Schneider's guidance. We shall, therefore, be treated 
in the French capital to the rare spectacle of a fraternal gathering of German, 
Czech, Polish, Roumanian and French anti-Semites. | 3 

A second triumph is the request of Judge Baudisch, who has been entrusted 
with the further investigation of the Polna affair, to be relieved of his 
functions. He gives as the reasons for his request the insulting anti-Semitic 
interpellation in the Reichsrath. He is not the first official who has been 
driven from his post by the anti-Semites, because he has not proceeded on their 
lines. 

Besides the speeches in Parliament, the anti-Semitic press is daily inventing 
fresh means to fan the flames of enmity towards the Jews. The | 
l‘olksblatt, for instance, has published an article “ Secrets of the Kahal” con- 
taining matter which tathemd 5 to be derived from authentic Jewish sources, and 
is full of the vilest falsehoods. Other papers, which cannot concoct such 
interesting secret documents, are at work in discovering fresh “ ritual murders, 
two cases of which are alleged to have occurred at Budweis (Bohemia) and 
Prioniczna (Galicia). 

All our tribulations seem to have taught certain Jews nothing. For 
example, the Jews in Briinn seek to propitiate our enemies by introducing 
reforms in the ritual, viz., to expunge certain portions from the prayer book, 
and to adopt a prayer in the style of the Christian “Uur Father who art in 
Heaven.” What are all the injuries to life and property compared with this 
dreadful degeneration of the spirit’ Ic 1s time for reforms in Judaism, but 104 
very different direction to that proposed by our coreligionists in Brunn.

There had Nn nO spontaneous outcry 
from the working-classes ; she bad made careful enquiry among English and 
Scottish tailors and shoemakers, and was told distinctly that wages had not been 
lowered by the aliens. A Newcastle shoemaker said wages had risen immensely 
in the last, thirty-five years ; for a certain part of the work of making a pair of 
hand-sewn boots for which 4s, 6d. used to be paid to the worker, 10s. 6d. was 
now paid. The cheap slippers made by the immigrants suited a class of 
customers who could not pay larger prices. The tailors who work for the upper 
classes still get high wages and plenty of work. The immigrants make 
mostly ready-made clothing and work on cheaper methods, having hit 
upon ingenious plans for saving labour. The prices bring new clothing 
within the reach of persons who formerly could not have afforded to buy such 
things. To limit immigration artificially was to raise the price of clothing for the 
working classes. The immigrant came into competition not with English 
tailors, but with foreign manufacturers. Formerly, ready-made clothing came 
from Germany ; now it is made in Eogland by the immigrant and with English 
cloth, while the shops are under the supervision of our own inspectors. She had 
heen to so-called “ sweaters’ dens,” and found them clean and neat with workers 
who looked healthy and cheerful. In one, she found ten persons making coats. 
The employer, himself a foreign Jew, was working as hard as any, stitching 
briskly at the seam while speaking to his visitors. Two men were stitching the 
long seams with sewing machines, and a tall, athletic young fellow was pressing 
sleeves with a heavy smoothing iron. Miss Thomson described other visits, 
where she found girls chattering merrily “fa,” without fear of the master : and 
she gave particulars of good wages earned, The scene in Mr. Woolf's picture- 
frame factory in Newcastle was illustrated by lantern views. Miss 
Thomson added that there was an economic fallacy involved in the 
objection about lowering the standard of living. People who are 
thrifty and sober and who produce more wealth than they consume, are 
not injurious but beneficial to the community. The Jewish immigrants live 
comfortably on small wages, and save money to start their children in hfe. 
They seldom require parochial relief, but they pay poor-rates. The general 
community is therefore the richer by their presence. There are i) 
Jewish soldiers and volunteers. The figures in the Board of Trade 
returns are liable to be misunderstood. All third-class passengers from 
the Continent are reckoned as alien immigrants. Foreign sailors are 
counted as immigrants when they arrive, but not when they leave. Last year 
the net efflux, according to the Board of Trade, of British emigrants was 
51,000 the net influx of foreigners was 15,000, the difference showing a diminnu- 
tion of 36,000 persons. From the 15,000 foreigners who came to England, 12%) 
foreign sailors, who afterwards left in their ships, must be deducted. This left 
2.700 as the number of foreigners added to the population last year, that is one 
foreigner to 14,000 of the population. 

In the discussion which followed, Mr. J. Ler, Sub-Agent of the Bank of 
England, remarked that Miss Thomson had spokea much about the persecution 
of the aliens, but all aliens-were not necessarily persecuted. One thing to which 
Miss Thomson did not allude was the help given to aliens by the Jewish Board 
of Guardians, so that the Jews were enabled to compete unfairly with our 
labour. The speaker had not seen the East End of London as Miss Thomson 
had seen it. He remembered it as a place of the utmost misery and squalor, the 
streets being filled with garbage from the houses, c., and this he considered 
worse in the Jewish than in the Christian quarters. All Christians left the 
neighbourhood when the Jews settled there, and the place correspondingly 
degenerated. Miss Thomson had remarked the Jews were a law-abiding 
people, and with this he agreed. As an example, since the law had enforced it, 
the streets in the Jewish quarter in Whitechapel had been cleaned twice a week, 
but for the rest of the time they were filthy. Personally, he considered Jewish 
immigration a nuisance ; but he owned that it was eight years since he had 
been in Whitechapel, and things might have improved since then. 


A lady remarked that the Jewish quarters in Leeds were not clean. 


Mr. MAcINTEr said that general cheapening of products must always be 
detrimental to some individuals, though advantageous to the community at 
large. He knew in Newcastle of some persons who had actually been deprived 
of their means of gaining a livelihood in slipper-making, by the ability of the 
foreign immigrants to make a cheaper article. All economic improvements 
injure the individual, as there is in everything a shadow as well as alight. In 
this case there were some temporary and some permanent disadvantages, but 
we should dwell on the good rather than on the evil results, and believe in the 
survival of the fittest. 


Mr. Davipson said that he was opposed to the Aliens for the following 
reasons :—(1). England is a very densely populated country, and as it is also 
very prolific the population is steadily increasing. (2). We want all the trade 
possible for ourselves. At present trade is brisk and the working classes here 
ire comparatively well-to-do, and with that, the building of houses, etc., has 
also increased, Bat some years ago there was a great trade depression and much 
distress among the poor; and it is quite probable that there will be a similar 
depression some time soon after the influx of work has stopped. (3). All 
countries are hostile to Great Britain—commercially at least ; and each nation 
iS Increasing its taxes, etc., in order to exclude trade with Great Britain, which 
may, therefore, find some difficulty in supporting the paupers. (4). In his 
dealings with the Jews he. himself, had not happy.—( Laughter). 


Mr. Rosenravum said, “ Sweating,” is only a term, and if it exists it is the 
‘mall manufacturers or middlemen who are really “sweated” and not the 
employés. For example, a slipper-maker paid his men £40 in a week, and had 
only £2 left for himself. The fault lies with the public, who like a cheap 
article. and consequently, the shopkeeper buys in the cheapest market, and the 
manufacturer's profit diminishes while that of his workmen increases. The 
influx of foreign Jews had now almost ceased. Since September Ist there had 
been three parties which landed at Newcastle, numbering 15), and of these 
every one (except one couple) were going to Canada, and had their fares already 
paid. As to the alleged help given by the Jewish Board of Guardians, he said 
none was given to a Jew out of work or with low wages, but the Board maamhy 
helped to start a man io business, and did not help him afterwards atall. Besides 
that they often provided a pension for widows or infirm people, but that was 
the only kind of help they gave. As to the squalor of the Jewish quarters, he 
said that there was not much to choose between them and others. e had been 


spending the last fortnight in the East End of London, and he found it very 
different from what it was some years ago, when the open markets in the streets 
made them filthy. But now the water carts came round regularly and cleansed 
all that. He would like to have a definition of what a pauper alien really was, 


He thought the potentiality and not the money should be considered—<.g.. Pro- 
feasor Haffkine, who was a Russian Jew, might have left Russia fifteen years 
ago without any money. Avyain, a tailor’s assistant (Dyche) in Leeds had so 
sducated himself as to get articles accepted by the Contemporary Reriew, and 
Beaconsfield himself might have been kept out of the country had a law against 
aliens existed. England had always been a free country. and the alien Jews 
— an affection for it, and were ready to add to its prosperity. The [Italian 
and German immigration should also be considered. Not every Jew was an 
alien, and not every alien a Jew. 

Mr. Munpau_, Secretary, said that there was no question that the Jews had 
made new trades, «,., the boot and clothing trades—worth £5,000,000 annaally. 
In York there is a factory where old clothes are converted into new, and 
this has developed enormously since immigration bas increased. Again, the 
Jews are not chargeable to the rates, and are therefore no burden. 
They are so skilled in their work, and create so many new trades 
that it is an advantage to the country to possess them, as they are 
really a source of revenue, and probably the prosperity of to-day is as much 
due to the alien as to the Britisher. We are not afraid of the foreigners 
ousting us, for they simply amalgamate with us, and make very good citizens. 
It was especially illogical to oppose alien immigration at the present time when 
we were fighting in South Africa to get equal rights for our own aliens ; and 
besides that, England sends out more emigrants than any other country. 


Mr. Curren (Chairman) observed that it was most pertinent to consider the 
reason of the Jews’ immigration. It was not because they were the “scum " of 
Russian society that they left their country, but they were really driven out 
by persecution. They probably included many good citizens. He would like to 
know—supposing it did aatreenee, Som the immigration would be prevented ! Would 
it be as in the United States, where no one was allowed to enter the country 
unless he had 25 dollars in his pocket’ If so, many good men would necessarily 
be excluded, and the country would losethereby. There might have been a time 
when George Stephenson could not produce 2) dollars, and yet the nation would 
have been the loser who refused to admit him. It was probable that the futare 
i in looking back, would remark that England did well in befrieading 
the Jew. 


Russian Items. 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT, | 


The merchants of Lodz have petitioned the Minister of Finance against the 
proposed limitation of the area of residence of Jews in Turkestan on the ground 
that the whole of the trade is in the hands of the Jews, and that Lodz would 
thereby be a heavy sufferer. 

At the special request of the authorities of the University of Charkoff, the 
Minister of Education has permitted the admission of 45 Jewish students to the 
Faculty of Chemists. The usval number has been 4 

The following is the percentage of Jews to be admitted to the Universities 
for the Session Universities of Moscow, St. Petersburg, per cent. ; 
K hazan. Charkotf, Dorpat and Tomsk, 5 per cent.; and 10 per cent, to those of 
Warsaw, Kieff and Odessa. No Jewish students are to be accepted at the 
‘Technical Iostitute of St. Petersburg. 

The Minister of the Interior bas abandoned his project of abrogating the 
special taxes for meat and candles levied upon Jews, as the general tax is not 
suflicient for the wants of all charitable institutions, and the Jewish charities 
would, therefore, be sufferers. He has also decreed that all Jewish soldiers will 
no longer be exempt from taxation. It must be borne in mind that not only do 
Jews pay the general taxes, but that the monies derived’from the taxation of 
Kosher meat and candlesare very rarely applied to Jewish purposes, 

21).000 roubles have been collected for the endowment of a fund to help the 
Jewish weavers who have been thrown out ofemployment in Lodz. 1,4) families 
are affected. 

A number of Zionists having asked Professor Maartens (who was one of 
the Russian delegates to the Peace Congress) for his opinion of the Zioniat 
movement, he replied that he had every hope the movement would be 
successful. 

According to the law of June 4th, 1801, no Jew may acquire from a 
Christian any estate or house property. This law the muioor officials in 
Poland have construed to mean that no Jew may rent for residential purposes 
a dwelling from a non-Jew. The Senate, upon being appealed to, has decided 
against the officials. 

On November 7th, 23 Jews were tried at Mohileff on the charge of 
having beaten the soldiers at Shkloff. Despite the fact that it was conclusively 

roved by official telegrams that the Jews only defended themselves from 
cing attacked by thes ,ldiers, and the able defence of the three greatest Russian 
lawyers, M. Kupernikoff, Prince Urusoff, and M. Moranoff, fifteen of the 
defendants were sentenced toimprisonment with hard labour for periods ranging 
from twelve to fifteen months, Eight were discharged. 

Certain officials in St. Petersburg having declared every house a little dis- 
tance from the town to bea village, and thus prohibited to Jews, the Central 
Authorities have stated that such an interpretation of the law is incorrect. 

‘Lhe Oficral Gazette announces that the Master of the Mintat St. Petersbarg, 
Herr A. Grilichs, a Jew, has been ennobled. Herr Crilichs succeeded his 
father in the office. 

The Jewish inhabitants of Butrimanz (Government of Wilna) are in an 
awkward predicament. It appears that the owner of the village, Count 
Tishkewitz, permitted them to live rent free. The Count having died, his son 
now demands rent for the whole period. He refuses to give any time during 
which the money could be paid off, and has given all the Jewish inhabitants 
notice to quit. 

For some years past the Jewish colonies in the Government of Cherson 
have had to undergo many hardships. The crops have been very bad and the 
farmers have sold other goods in order to buy food and clothing. Matters 
having, however, taken a turn for the worse, they applied to the Minister of 
Finance for a loan of 21,000 roubles. Although all enquiries have been made and 
the local authorities have testified to the distressed condition of the colonists, no 
reply has yet been given. es

ALSACE. 


The Jewish Consistory of Lower Alsace has unanimously elected Chief 
Rabbi Adolphe Ury, of Metz, to the vacant post of Chief Rabbi of the Circum- 
scription of Strassburg. M. Ury is an Alsatian, and is brother-in-law of M. 
Dreyfus, Grand Rabbin of Paris. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


At the present time, when the lower order of priests are making them. 
selves notorious by their participation in the crusade against the Jews, it is 
pleasing to record a manly act performed by a priest, Father Smrt, at Airowitz. 
At a fire that broke out there lately the flames attacked the synagogue, which 
was threatened with destruction, as the people looked on without profferin 
their help. Father Smrt, however, rebuked them by taking up the hose an 
playing on the flames, at the same time exhorting the spectators to follow his 
example, as he said, it was an affair of honour to preserve a house of God. 

The distinguished German philosopher, Privy-Councillor Dr. Moritz 
Lazarus, Professor at the University of Berlin, will celebrate his 5) years’ 
inbilee as Doctor on the 30th inst. He has made a new home at Meran in the 

yrol, where he resides with his wife, n¢e Nahida Remy, the authoress. 

A marriage, in high Jewish circles. was arranged to take place in Vienna on 
Wednesday. The parties were Friulein von Rapoport; daughter of Dr. Arnold 
Rapoport, Edler von Porada, a member of the Imperial Parliament, and Heinrich 
Ritter von Kuh, who holds a high post in the Ministry of Railways, and is 
a Lieutenant in the Reserves. 

Captain Bardach, Edler von Schlaumberg (a Jewish nobleman) on quitting 
the army, has received the honorary rank of major. 

In Istrik, Galicia, a disastrous fire broke out on Saturday week destroying 
() houses and making 1)/) Jewish families homeless. The damage done amounts 
to 300,000 gulden. 


The Vienna Stadtrath (Town Council) decided at the sitting of November 
“th, to ask the Vienna Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals to take 
measures against the killing of animals according to the Jewish ritual. 


CANADA, 

Sunday, October 29th, was observed in Montreal as Brigade Church Parade 
Day. The parade was held on the Champ de Mars, and besides the regulars the 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade also took part in the ceremony. The Montreal Daily Star 
states that this Brigade appeared to come in for the most attention, and that 
the little fellows received an ovation, in miniature, as they marched in. 
After the parade special services were held at the churches and in the synagogue 
(Stanley Street). The Rev. Meldola de Sola preached a forcible and eloquent 
sermon on the duty of loyalty to the Empire. ‘The service concluded with the 
National Anthem, which was sung in Hebrew and English. A large number of 
prominent Christians, including the Consul-Cieneral for the United States, were 
present, 

FRANCE. 

On the proposition of the Grand. Rabbin of France, the Adminstrative 
Committee of the Jewish Seminary has decided to create, at the Talmud Torah 
in Paris, a special class for the training of Chazanim. For their general literary 
and scientific training the students will participate in the existing curriculum at 
the Talmud Torah, but for the purposes of their intended calling they will 
follow special courses, which include subjects usually taught at a Theological 
College, as well as music, and the regulations and practice of Shecheta and 
Milah. On leaving the institution the students will receive a diploma after an 
examination the programme of which will be settled later on. 

At the last meeting of the Council of the University of Paris, communication 
was made of a fresh gift made by M. Raphael Bischoffsheim to the University 
and to the Observatory at Nice. 

GERMANY. 

A rare event was celebrated in Mayence during last week. The President 
of the Third Civil Tribunal, Landegerichts-director, Dr. Bockenheimer a 
coreligionist, had completed on the Sth inst., thirty years’ service. Inthe name 
of the Bar, Justizrath Dr. Reinach, also a Jew, congratulated Dr. Bockenheimer. 
who was the recipient of addresses from his colleagues on the Bench and the 
Town Council, Dr, Bockenheimer is deservedly popular and is well-known for 
his literary activity. 

INDIA, 


The Bene Israel Benevolent Asaociation in Bombay has been in existence 
for the last forty-five years and has done much for the support and relief of the 
poor of that community. The Society desires to erect an asylum for the poor 
and orphans, and has collected for the purpose Rs. 6.200, towards which the late 
Baroness de Hirsch contributed a sum of Rs. 225%). It is estimated that 
Rs, 10,000 are required for the Asylum, and upon the collection of that sum a 
donation of Rs. 500 each has been promised by Mr. F. D, Mocattaand Mr. Claude 
G. Montefiore, of London, and another of Rs. 1,000 by a Bene Israel. 
are only required to make up Rs. 10,000 and to collect the above-named donations. 
It is very difficult to collect the required sum from among the poor Bene Israel 
community. 

On the 17th i gcd a Kirtan of King David was performed by the Bene 
Israel Singing Club at Elmeskhadi. There was a large gathering of the Bene 
Israel, amounting to about 800 souls. Khan Sahib David Solomon presided. 
The Kirtan was a success. The Kahn Sahib made an impressive speech in 
the vernacular on the important subject of inoculation against plague, and he 
referred with gratitude to the great boon which Dr. Haffkine had conferred 
on humanity by his discovery. Under the auspices of Khan Sahib David Solomon 
a religious drama,“ King Joseph,’ was performed in Marathi in the Novelt 
Theatre, Bombay, by the Bene Israel Penkar Singing Clubon the nightof the 28t 
of September last. There was a very large attendance of both the Bene Israel and 
the Bagdad Jews, numbering about 1,000 souls. Mr. Benjamin Sampson, in 
addressing the audience from the stage, referred to the great zeal, courage and 
ability with which Khan Sahib David Solomon had been working in connection 
with the plague since the year 18%, for the general good and the good of his 
owa community in particular, The Khan Sahib, he said, had taken upon him- 
self for some time past to work in all the plague wards of Bombay, and had 
done his work, too, as they are all aware, to the entire satisfaction of the 
Government. In selecting him for honours last year for his excellent services, 
the Government had rewarded him by conferring upon him the title of Khan 
Sahib. 

ROUMANIA. 

Last week a Jewish bootmaker named David Tchabo, died at Jassy, whose 
reputed age was |21 years. 

In the course of last week, 320 Jewish families have left Berlad, Braila and 
Galatz for America, and 200 have emigrated from Bucharest. |

The Colonisation of Cyprus and Armenia by 
Roumanian Jews. 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


The position of Roumanian Jews being so unsatisfactory and no amelioration 
being in prospect, hundreds of Jews and Jewesses are leaving the country in 
which they were born, but which persists in treating them as aliens. Although 
the Zionist movement has gained a strong foothold amongst our coreligionists 
in Roumania, there are a number of societies in the larger cities whose object it 
is to promote colonisation pure and simple. It was ST ae expected that 
the last Basle Congress would take. some steps with regard to the question, but 
the fact that nothing has been done has discouraged a large number of adherents 
to the Zionist movement, who point out the necessity of immediate relief, and 
who have decided to launch upon some venture on their own account. Thus at 
Galatz, where the propaganda of Mr. Davis Trietsch has made some impression, 
seventy Jewish families have united for the purpose of emigrating to Cyprus in 
May, 1900. In Jassy, which Mr. Trietsch visited last week, a society called 
* Agudath Achim” a been formed for the purpose of emigrating to Cyprus. 
1:0 families, with 5,000 francs, bave already joined. The eagerness to settle in 
the island has become so great that Mr. Trietach has published an open letter 
in the Reseritel, the organ of Herr Heinrich Rosenbaum, one of the Directors 
of the Jewish Colonial Trust, asking the — to restrain themselves 
and to make all necessary arrangements before leaving. It is stated 
that Herr Samuel Pineles, of Galatz, the well-known Zionist, has expressed 
himself favourably towards the project, but counsels caution and care. 
Another scheme, however, and a very foolish one, is the proposal to settle in 
Armenia. Several Jassy Jews bave petitioned the Sultan for permission to forma 
colony in Armenia. The leaders of the Zionist movement in Roumania have done 
their utmost to dissuade these people from proceeding with their risky scheme, but 
the promoters are determined to go on. Noreply up tothe present has been 
given by the Porte. 

At a general meeting of the “ Dr. Moses Gaster " Zionist Society held in Jassy 
last week, at which the Cyprus question was discussed, the following resolution was 
unanimously passed : ‘‘ [his Society declares its unchangeable adherence to the 
cause of the return to Zion, but is not at present opposed to colonisation of 
Cyprus, which may for the moment relieve Jews of the critical position under 
which they now suffer.”

“ Hast thou but one blessing, my father? Bless me, even me a'eo, O my father. 
Esau lifted up his voice and wept."—Gen xxvii., 38

And then followed his father’s answer in the form of a blessing sufficiently 
comprehensive, though in one respect inferior to the blessing pronounced upon 
his brother. 

Everyone has felt the tragic force of this culminating episode in the 
brief story of Esau and the deep pathos of the words, “ Hast thou but one 
blessing, my father’” There is perhaps nothing more touching in the whole of 
Bible story, unless it be the cry, with the relations reversed, of David over 
Absalom, “O my son Absalom ; O Absalom, my son, my son Absalom! Would 
1 had died for thee, O Absalom, my son, my son!” It is the humanity of it all 
that affects us so profoundly. People are so often exhorted t» look upon the 
Bible as a divine book that it is well they should be occasionally reminded it is 
also a human book—the most intensely human of books. Whatever side you 
may take in the perennial controversy that rages round the character of Jacob, 
this must be conceded on all hands, that the personality of E«au is drawn 
by no unsympathetic hand. No one who hated Esau could have described 
him first and last as we see him described in Genesis. If in to-morrow’'s 
Haphtorah we read, “But Esau have [ hated,” let us not misunderstand 
the words. It is not of the man Esau of whom this is said, but of Esau or Edom 
the nation, with the sins for which it became notorious, and from which in the 
course of ages Israel was the chief sufferer—pride, vengefulness, callousness, 
cruelty. But the distinctively human qualities of the man, his failings and his 
virtues, are recorded with a degree of impartiality quite as marked as in the case 
of Jacob himeelf, by a hand which would nothing extenuate nor aught set down in 
malice. As to the flaws visible in the characters of both, let us not forget that 
it is the Bible which lays them bare. and leaves us to draw our conclusion by the 
light of the moral law which it has itself revealed. So we detect spots in the 
<un: but it is the sun whose light enables us to see and distinguish them. 

The human feature, however, on which I would especially dwell this evening 
is preserited by the contrast between the brothers. True to art, some will be 
inclined to Say. Surely, my friends, not less true to nature and to life. One 
feels instinctively what a mistake it would have been if either of the two 
brothers had been forced to surrender his particular bent, and to conform to 
that of the other. If Esau had been compeiled to adopt a studious, contem- 
plative, pastoral life ; if Jacob had been forced to lead the rough, wild life of 
the hunteman, what a failure each would have proved! The hunter and the 
shepherd, or, viewed from another side, the man of action and the man of 
thought—the world has need of them both, and He who called them into being 
must have more than one blessing in store for them. 

Thus the story emphasises a much needed lesson on the recognition and 
mutual toleration of ditferences among human beings. Those differences are 
of God's ordaining. Nowhere are they more pronounced.than in the stock to 
which Israelites belong, popular notions,to the contrary notwithstanding. Amid 
a general likeness, the specific differences are innumerable. Traceable already 
in the children of each generation of the patriarchs, they have not diminished 
since. There is a passage in the Talmud which prescribes : “ He who looks upon 
a multitude of Israelites should say: Blessed be the All-wise Reader of 


secrets, for among them all there are no two minds alike, as there are no 
two countenances alike,” It is true this divergence is liable to be 
restricted by the pressure of identical outward conditions. Hence 
there ure periods in our history when the general likeness both 


physical and mental, is more marked. And there are parts of the world 
where this is even now the case. But let the pressure be removed, and the 
tendency to variation again strongly asserts itself, and Jews, notwithstanding 
something they seem to have ineradicably in common, drift apart and differ in 
their characteristics just as did an Isaac from an Ishmael, a Jacob from an 
Lsau, or the twelve sons of Jacob among one another, under a free and natural 
development of their respective gifts and faculties. Who shall say that this is 
not in the original scheme of things? Verily, our Father has more than one 
blessing, and though one blessing be disposed of, none of His children shall go 
unblessed. 

And here, I think, it is possible to put one’s finger on one of the most 
oe results that may be looked for from your academic careers in a great 

niversity like this. Apartfrom what you may here achieve for yourselves 
personally, you are helping to lift the race from which you are sprung out of 
certain narrow grooves to which circumstances have long confined them. By the 
nature and variety of your studies you are helping to give breadth and variety 
to the character of your community, and aiding, in your degree, to make its 
intellectual and moral jnterests coterminous with those of the community at 
large. But while making full use of the abundance of your opportunities, there 
is one respect in which, I trust, you will never as a body be found wanting—in 
the presence among you of eager and able scholars who will cultivate that field 
which 1s the special heritage of the Hebrew, namely, the lauguage and literature 
of the Hebrews, and of kindred peoples. Would it not be a reproach to us all 
if, while Jewish students are free to devote themselves to every branch of 
learning of which this University is the hospitable abode, they shunned or took 
no active interest in that which has the most ancient and most sacred claim upon 
them ; if the position of the typical Jewish student in the great centres of 
scholarship in England came to be expressed in the words: “ They set me to 
keep other vineyards, mine own vineyard I have not kept!” 

Hast thou but one blessin:, my father?" ‘Thecry has a human interest 
of another sort. It comes manifestly from a disappointed heart. It sounds 
the note and speaks the very language of disappointment, and, therefore, bas a 
meaning to all those—and where are they not !—whose lives and hopes are exposed 
to disappointment. Every academic generation has its wealth of promise in 
gifted youth, of whom great things are expected. Let us cease to be impersonal, 
and say, Great things are expected of some of us, or, at least, were expected when 
we were young. Our flesh and blood believed in us. We believed in ourselves, 
We set out with hopes not bounded by the visible horizon. We had ideals, some 
of them so sacred that, for very reverence, we would aoreny suffer them to pass the 


threshold of our lips. Now let ussuppose a case. Somehow the promises of our 
early time have not been realised. 


Not seldom clad in saffron vest deceitfully goes forth the morn ; 
Not seldom evening in the west sinks emilingly foreworn. 


Through some defect of character, through some neglect of obvious duty, we 
have disappointed others and ourselves, Or, through no fault of oars, the 
definite object at which we aimed may have been all but reached, and we are 
baulked in our particular ambition aiter all. Or, we may have discovered that 
the further we udvance the more our ideals recede, and that, as well might the 
hindwheels of a chariot think to overtake the forewheels as the real to come up 
with the ideal. In any case we cannot all be in the forefront of all glory. 
Failure of hope in some form is an experience we all have to make. 
. cz _hen will come the time when we may be moved to entreat the All-Father, 
Hast thou but one blessing, my Father? Bless me, even me also, 0 my Father.” 
And there will be no sacrifice of dignity in such a prayer, as there was none in 


Esau's, or even in the tears that accompanied it. For if we cannot be frank 
with our Father, with whom should we be! “What tears,” says Jean 
Paul “ have been shed in secrecy about the three corner trees of earth—the tree 
of life, the tree of knowledge, the tree of freedom, shed but not reckonec.” The 
plaints which our self-respect should restrain us from making public, and pouring 
into the ears of an indifferent, or pre-occupied, or unsympathetic world, are 
rightly enough directed to Him whose patience and whose love are alike 
inexhaustible. To batter men's doors with your grievances, to be for ever crying 
out about the neglect you have suffered, and the hard luck you have had, an 
the blessings you have just managed to miss, is apt to produce an effect very 
different from what you intended, and to arouse a suspicion that probably you 
only got your deserts. But-with God our confidences are—where they should 
be, and to pray to Him, “ Hast thou but one blessing, my father! Bless me, even 
me also, O my father,’ is never to pray in vain. 

One immediate result will be to open our eyes to the fact that we can still 
work out our salvation, without attaining the very object on which we may have 
early set our hearts. Why should we think so unworthily of our Father as to 
suppose that he has only one blessing. and that, when it has been bestowed, 
we and others shall remain unblessed’ If there is any real good in us, it will not 
perish for want of use or recognition or encouragement, though these may shape 
themselves otherwise than we hoped or expected. Let us not lose heart. The 
stone which the builders rejected does not indeed always become the chief corner 
stone, but, to quote another Eastern adage. 


Square thyself for use; a stome that may 
Fit in the wall is left not in the way. 


Lastly, to turn from our own to larger interests—interests as wide as the 
world and humanity—just as in the character and in the achievements of men, 
variety in kind and degree is of God's ordaining, so also it would seem to be in 
the highest and holiest of all causes, in Religion itself. I suppose all of us have 
at some time or other dreamt of a universal religion. There are those who 
dream of it still—nobie spirits many of them, who, if we can give them nought 
else, merit at least the homage of our respect. But when they set themselves 
to realise their visions, they doom themselves to failure, for they usually ignore 
the main question, and that is, whether, as humanity is constituted, one and the 
same religion for all men is a possible or a desirable aim. Is it not nearer the 
truth to say that variety in religious conceptions is inherent in human nature ; 
that human minds are so constituted that in religion especially they cannot see 
things eye to eye ; and that this difference in the way of looking at religion is 
of (,od's own im pi inting And we not believe that a blessing minh 
sort assured to every soul that approaches God in a filial spirit, beseeching Him, 
“ Bless me, me also, 0 my Father?” 

In the Haphtorah from the prophet Malachi, to which reference has already 
been made, we read : “ From the rising of the sun until the going down thereof 
my name is great among the nations, and in every place incense is offered unto 
my name and a pure oblation, for my name is great among the nations, saith 
the Lord of hosts.” A notable utterance in any age, it is especially so in the 
age to which it belongs. And not leas remarkable for breadth and loftiness of 
spiritis the interpretation put upon these words by our most renowned commen- 
tators, from which it appears that, through all forms and figures under which 
men have sought to represent the Deity, the human heart is really strivin 
to reach the Divine, and that even to the professed believer in a host o 
gods there is always One whom he regards as supreme, the God of Goda. 

There is then a more practieal and more promising line of action for us all 
than any system of militant propagandiem. It is to respect the religious con- 
victions of all men, without relaxing our bold upon our own, remembering that 
“there is but one religion which is unqualifiedly bad, and that is the religion 
of the man who professes what he does not believe,” and that, as regards the 
followers of other faiths, our Father bas more than one blessing in the heavenly 
treasury of His love. Is not this in reality to take a step in the direction of an 
ultimate religion for all humanity, without constituting ourselves what over- 
zealous people so often try to be—pace-makers to Providence ? 

I would not for a moment have it understood that we are to hide from 
others whatever religious light we ourselves possess ; but I do feel that little 
good will be done by attempts, however well-intentioned, at accommodatin 


our Judaism to the religions by . which we happen to be surrounded, 
Our mission will be best fulfilled by recognising that religious distinc- 
tions are, for our span of éxistence at least, part of-the divine order 


of things; by uniting with our fellow-men of all creeds and races, in 
whatever makes for culture, for charity and humanity; by putting forth, 
for the benefit of all who care to possess a knowledge of them, clear, sound and 
enlightened expositions of the great principles and teachings of our faith, and, 
what is more difficult, by living up to them ; and, finally, by striving to the 
utmost of our power to preserve for Judaism all who are born in the Faith, 
making them worthy of their spiritual parentage, so that when on the Day of 
Judgment the muster-roll of Israel is called, not asoul shall be missing through 
any fault of oura. 

Is not this work enough for us to do? 


May our Father's. blessing be with 
all who shall put hand and heart to it!

Encyclopedia Biblica.’’ 

The following remarks on the latest Dictionary of the Bible are descriptive, 
ot critical. The present writer being himself a ~« ontributor to the work, no 
judgment on it can be fitly offered by him. But the new Encyclopedia is so 
unlike any previous publication of the kind that a clear account of its methods 
and contents ought not to be delayed. 

The work, of which the first of four volumes has just been issued by Messrs 
A. and C. Black, bears a title which at once recalls that of a famous compilation 
given to the world by the same firm. In fact the Encyclopedia Biblica grew 
out of the Encyclopedia Brittanica; it was planned by the same editor, 
Robertson Smith, to whose memory the new book is inscribed. At first the idea 
was to republish from the general Encyclopwdia all the Biblical articles which 
might have stood the test of time, and to fill up the gaps. It is unnecessary to 
enter into the reasons which combined to render this idea impracticable ; it is 
enough to state that Robertson Smith handed over the task to the two editors 
whose names now appear on the title-page—Professor Cheyne and Dr. 
Sutherland Black. “ The work is undertaken by the editors as a charge from 
one whose parting message had the force of a command,’ It is really the result 
of a fusion of two distinct but similar plans, for Professor Cheyne himself had 
designed such a Dictionary before he knew of Robertson Smith's intentions. 

The Encyclopedia is “critical,” using criticism in the sense that “ identifies 

the cause of religion with that of historical truth.’ It seeks to give not a “ mere 
collection of useful miscellanea, but a survey of the contents of the Bible. as 
illuminated by criticism,’ It is very difficult to give such a general survey in 
a work alphabetically arranged. But “by an elaborate system of cross-refer- 
ences, and by interspersing a considerable number of comprehensive articles, 
it has been sought to avoid the danver of treating minute details without regard 
to their wider bearings.” These cross-references are a distinguishing feature 
of the work. They are clear, Pp ecise and consistent. The student has no diffi- 
culty in finding the point he requires in the longer articles. which are 
conveniently divided into paragraphs. The minor articles. to which special allusion 
must be made, are perhaps the best test of the editorial care and competence. 
The maximum of information is compressed into a minimum of space. There 
is a great deal of philology in the work, but this could not be avoided. “ In 
the present transitional stage of lexicography, it would have been undesirable to 
rest content with simply referring to the valuable new lexicons which are now 
appearing or have already appeared.” The “ Encyclopedia Biblica” is, in fact 
a dictionary to the original texts of Scripture, with citations of the best views 
on etymology and the history of words and it is also a full historical and 
archwological commentary on the texts cited in the course of the articles. The 
student thus will find in this work, not only the information usually included 
in an encyclopedia, but also a library of helps to the understanding of words 
and ideas as well as of things. An infinitade of pains has been devoted to 
this branch of the work, and if for this alone the Encyclopedia must be 
constantly referred to by students. The writers of the articles do not 
restrict themselves to merely collecting opinions 
add original contributions. 

ut philology, though the basis of Biblical interpr etation, is not the end 
aimed at, First as to the theology of the work. “The editors are not without 
hope that they have helped to pave the way fora more satisfactory treatment of 
that important subject which is rapidly becoming the history of the movement 
of religious life and thought within the Jewish and the Christian Church (the 
phrase may be inaccurate, but it is convenient), Systems of Prophetic, Pauline 
Petrine, Johanine theology have had their day ; it is perhaps time that the Bible 
should cease to be regarded as a storehouse of more or less competing systems of 
abstract thought.” ‘Then comes a very remarkable statement by the editors 
* Unfortunately the literary and historical criticism of the New Testament is by 
no means as far advanced as that of the Old Testament.” This statement is 
remarkable, because other representatives of the critical method are not wont 
to deplore this difference between the criticism of Old and New Testaments. but 
to justify and applaud the difference. It must have struck readers of that very 
admirable book edited recently by Hogarth that the treatment of the Old Testa. 
ment was conducted on stricter critical lines than that of the New. that 
Professor Driver had no other aim than ‘to get at the facts of the Old 
Testament in the light of archeology, while Mr. Headlam seemed rather to 
devote himself to using arch logy as a support for the truth of the New 
Testament. Jewish students. who have accepted. the critical method for 
the Hebrew Scriptures, will hail with delight this evidence that 
the editors of the “ Encyclopw lia Biblica” mean to deal out equal measure. 
They have indeed done so. The long articles on Chronology and Apocalypse 
may be cited in confirmation of this statement. Never before has such a plain, 
unqualified assertion been made in a'Christian Encyclopedia as that for instance 
on column 808 : “ The account in Luke rests, therefore, on aseries of mistakes,”’ 
with the foot-note that such a “Chronological error is not without analogies in 
Luke.” Of course, a Jewish student does not point to these matters because he 
wishes the historical statements of the New Testament to be impugned or 
proved inaccurate, Ua the contrary, the Gospels have a real bearing on the 
history of Judea, and their data are most valuable. But it is time that the critical 
method, if just at all, should be applied all round, and the editors of the new 
Dictionary may be thanked for their open-mindedness and fairness, 

This article started out with the intention of “describing” the new Ency- 
clopedia. But the task is impossible. The student or general reader must take 
the book in hand to see what it really contains. The type is as good as the 
matter. That one can see at a glance. But the fulness of information, the 
wealth of exact and original research, the copiousness of quotations from the 
best authorities, the simplicity of the abbreviations, the general scholarship 
of the editors and of most of their coadjutors, the remarkable array of great 
names among the latter, the freshness of treatment, the general absence of the 
hackneyed and the obsolete—all these excellences will only appeal to the reader 
who makes a lengthened use of the Encyclopwdia. 

One word in conclusion, The attitude of the work, as has been said, is 
critical. But the reader who does not share the eritical views, now so widely 
held, need not fear that the book is useless for him, On the contrary, It will 


they discuss, criticise and 


serve the purposes of all schools of belief. Much that is here contained is out- 
side the realm of controversy, and even in the latter field the contributors to the 
volume are not all equally “ advanced” in the critical method. Sometimes this 
may have given rise to “ composite” articles, though these are also due to the 
fact that part of a subject occasionally falls more within one scholar’s scope, 
part of it within the scope of another. But it must be borne in mind that the 
“ criticism ” of this work is reverential ; it is loyal to the belief in inspiration. 
Criticism has its charms, for some of the contributors at least, inidirect propor- 
tion to its power of strengthening a love for the Bible, and of assuring the old 
precious faith in it as the veritable Word of God. The editors tell us that their 
work has produced in them “an ever increasing love for the Scriptures, 
Criticism is often rash, often untenable, often ignorant. Time and better 
knowledge will cure all this. But on the day on which it becomes sceptical, it 
will have tasted of the fruit of death, and will deserve to die unhonoured 
and unsung. The critical spirit is strong in England because it is a reverent 
spirit. I, A,

The annual general meeting of the Glasgow Jewish Board of (,;uardians 
and Philanthropic Association was held on the 12th inst., the Vice-President, 


Ex-Bailie M. Simons, J.P., presiding, in the absence of the President. There 
was a good attendance of members. The annual report and financial statement, 
which showed the income to be £517 7s. 11}, and the expenditure £456 Ibs. 74d, 
were adopted. The ordinary expenditure for relief amounted to £3:'5 Is., of 


which the society received repayment of £45 17s. id., leaving a net expenditure 
of £349 3s. 8d., which is £76 19s. within the ordinary income. The net expendi- 
ture shows a decrease on that of the previous year of £5! 13, 4d. but the 
accounts cover a period of eleven months only, instead of twelve months as in 
the previous year. The Executive intimate that under the bequest of the late 
Mr. Robert Macfie, of Airds, the society has benefited to the extent of £54). 
allocated by his trustees to them. This sum, in terms of a resolution of the 
Council, has been invested in Glasgow Corporation Stock, and the income alone 
will be available for the purposes of the bequest. Mr. I. Morris. J.P., 
President ; Ex-Bailie M. Simons, J.P., Vice-President: and Mr. Phillip B. 
Simons, Solicitor, Hon. Secretary, were unanimously re-elected, and Mr. Louis

“Some Distinctions of Modern Judaism,and some Defects” was the title 
of a lecture delivered on Sunday evening last, to the Glasgow Jewish Literary 
and Social Society, by the Rev. A. A. Green,of London. The lecturer attracted 
an audience which filled the large Masonic Hall. His earnestness and ready 


wit, says our correspondent, was such as to make the lecture a memorable one in © 


the annals of the Society. The candid and fearless manner in which the rev. 
gentleman surveyed the defects of Modern Judaism and gave his opinion as to 
their remedies, was greatly appreciated. Ex-Bailie Simons, J.P., presided with 
his usual ability. 

The Glasgow Jewish Volunteer Association held a smoking concert in 
Alexandra Hotel, Bath Street, Glasgow, on Wednesday, November &th, 
Ex-Bailie M. Simons, J.P., being in the chair. Fully 200 persons were present.

Harry J. Phillips, the eldest son of the Rev. E. P. Phillips, has just been 
awarded a Law Bursary of £75 in the recent University of Glasgow Bursary 
Examination. This success is considered a highly creditable achievement owing 
to the fact that it was gained in the face of exceptional disadvantages. As 
matters at present exist in all the Scottish Universities, this examination, which 
lasts eight days, includes for the convenience of those living at a distance two 
Saturday sittings, The Rev. E. P. Phillips has for some time past been in com- 
munication with the University authorities with the view to getting this obvious 
disability to Jewish students permanently removed. The authorities were 
unable to make aay modifications in their arrangements this year as the examina- 
tions had already been fixed prior to receipt of the formal application, but the 
assurance has been given that the «uestion would be fully considered at the 
next meeting, and something satisfactorily arranged to place Jewish students in 
the future on equal terms with others. Although thus heavily handicapped by 
the loss of two important papers—English and Higher Mathematics—Mr. H. 
Phillips headed the list of competitors for this particular bursary.

The 
Rev. Dr. B. Salomon gave the address, and spoke of the connection between 
God, Religion and Nature. He said that the Jews, at the outset of their 
national existence, were unable to crasp in its greatness and fulness the idea 
of the belief in one God as taught by Moses, who, by his religion, 
not only aimed at elevating and «juickening the spiritual life of the 
nation, but also at consolidating and keeping together the adminis- 
tration and interest of the State. But this brought with it a limitation, 
and the worship of (;od was narrowed down to a distinct, national sanctuary. 
On the dissolution of the theocratic bond the Ten Tribes lost what waa the 
original mission of the people, the embodiment of the divine idea, or the idea of 
humanity, the relation between God and mankind, . Man’s nature, as somethin 
transitory, makes him absolutely dependent on God, whois the creator of al 
things, (;od being the absolute ruler, man the implicitly obedient subject ; and 
a real essential union between creator and man cannotexist. Man,as a part of 
creation is perishable, only in his relation to God is he justified to exist. With 
regard to nature, the continued existence of it must not, according to Jadaism, 
be understood as if the world at the creation had received an independent 
existence, developing itself according to certain evolutionary laws,and sustained 
by a system of fixed immutable regulations; but those laws are subject to be 
abrogated and set aside at any moment by the Supreme Architect of the 
universe, and, therefore, according to the Biblical conception, the continued 
maintenance of nature by God becomesa sum of ‘adividual creative moments.

Kosher Dinners for Middle-Class Families. 
| BY AN EXPERIENCED COOK. | 
MENU OF A DINNER POR SIX PERSONS. 


Lentil Soup. 
Boiled Plaice. Sauce Piquante. 
Smoked Beef and Macaroni. 
Braised Fillet of Veal. Potato Rissoles, 
Bread and Jam Fritters. Stewed Apples. 
LENTIL SovuPp.—Soak one pint of lentils over night then put them to boil in three pints 
of second stock with two onions. six strips of celery, a carrot, a turnip, twelve peppercorns, 
and a teaspoonfal of salt. When boiling, draw to the side of the stove and simmer gently 


for six hours. Rub all through a hair sieve with a wooden spoon, heat afresh, and serve 
with fried bread. 


SAUCE PIQUANTE.—A dessert spoonful of mustard and one of sugar, worked smooth 
together with a tablespoonfal of oil, one of tarragon vinegar, one of ketchap and two of 
Harvey sauce. 


SMOKED BEEF AND MACARONI.—Whena piece of cooked smoked beef is nearly 
finished, hang it up for a few days to dry; boil half-a-pound of macaroni quite tender, 
drain it and mix with it two tablespoonfals of the smoked beef grated, some pepper and.a 
little beef dripping. Placa this in a fireproof dish and put it in the oven fora few 
minutes. Serve very hot. 


PoTATO RISSOLES.—Boi! and mash some potatoes, add to them some fine-chopped 
parsley, the least atom of onion, salt and pepper. Make up in balls and fry. 


BREAD AND JAM FBITTERS.—Cnat some sma! oblong pieces of bread, not too thick. 


Spread one piece thickly with jam, and press another piece the same shape on the top of it, 
having firet brushed the white of egg over the edges Dip into a light batter and fry in 
boiling fat. Continue till enough fritters are made Sprinkle each with castor sugar and 
serve very hot.
